The AMA has announced a revision 
to the 1989 professional MX -and 
Supercross schedule. The changes 
will effect the Miami and Dallas 
Supercross events and the Gaines- 
ville (Florida) 125/500cc National. 
Тһе Miami Supercross originally 
scheduled for March 4 will now move 
to February 18. The Gainesville 
National will be rescheduled for 
March 5, moving from its original 
date of April 2. Тһе final revision 
has the Dallas Supercross moving 
ahead one week from April 8 to its 
new date of April 1. According to 
AMA Professional MX Manager Roy 
Janson, “The changes to the sche- 
dule come as a result of conflicting 
motorsport events scheduled in 
south Florida at the time of the 
Miami Supercross. In addition, the 
revision will allow the Gainesville 
National to return to its traditional 
date one week prior to the Daytona 
Supercross.” 


American Honda and Italian 

` Roberto Gallina failed to come to 
terms in an effort that would have 
seen Gallina run Bubba Shobert’s 
team in the 1989 World Cham- 
pionship БООсс Road Race Ser- 
ies. “We're going another way,” 
Honda's Gary Mathers said on 
December 8. “We never had a 
deal (with Gallina) and we'll prob- 
ably just do it ourselves. We are 
trying to place him (Shobert) the 
best we can. We just couldn't get 
together with Gallina on the cost. 
We should know what we're doing 
by the 15th or 16th (of 
December).”’ 


Mathers was asked what would 
happen to Shobert’s 1988 AMA 
Superbike National Championship- 
winning VFR750 Superbikes. 
“There were four motorcycles in 
1986, two for (Fred) Merkel and two 
for (Wayne) Rainey," Mathers said. 
“This year Bubba got two and we 
gave the other two to (Doug) 
Chandler. They were sent to us by 
HRC. We're finding out what they 
want to do with them because they 
own them, but I'd say they'll prob- 
ably ask for them (Shobert's bikes) 
back and destroy them." * 


Former World Champion Wayne 
| Gardner tested the 1989 Honda 
NSR500 on December 3-4 in 
Spain. Gardner rode one day at 
Jerez and another at Jarama on 
the revamped V-four road racer 
which reportedly features, unlike 
last year's NSR, an asymetrical 
swingarm (ala the Yamaha 
YZR500) with the lower two 
exhaust pipes exiting from the 
same side. The new NSR500 was 
also fitted with inverted Showa 
forks. Gardner crashed at Jarama, 
but was not injured. The Austral- 
ian was joined in testing at Jarama 
by Elf-sponsored Dominique Sar- 
ron, who was aboard a 1987 
NSR500. 


According to Solo Moto, the Spanish 
weekly motorcycle paper, the 1989 
factory Yamaha YZR250 road racers 
will feature electronic fuel injection. 
Тһе bikes will be ridden by Juan 
Garriga, J.P. Ruggia and Luca 
Cadalora іп the 1989 250cc World 
Championship. Solo Moto also 





reports that Yamaha will produce a 
YZR500 some time in 1989 using a 
similar fuel injection system, and 
that a single-crank V-four is also in 
the works. The new Yamaha also 
reportedly utilizes a fuel pump, 
which Solo Moto claims may be to 
get fuel from a possible under-the- 
engine fuel tank. It is more likely, 
however, that the fuel pump 1s 
simply needed to supply the injec- 
tion system with adequate pressure. 


Italian Franco Antoniazzi will run 
Aprilia's 250cc World Champion- 
ship road race team. Antoniazzi, 
who comes from Ferrari/Alfa 
Romero, will direct Aprilia’s effort 
with riders Didier de Radigues, 
who finished seventh in the 1988 
500cc World Championship, and 
Ivan Palazzese, who finished 18th 
in the "88 250cc World Cham- 
pionship. De Radigues tested in 
early December at Calafat and 
Jerez in Spain. Aprilia's 125сс 
team is nota full-factory effort like 
the 250cc team, and rider Fausto 
Gresini and Corrado Catalano will 
ride as Team Italia Lazzarini. 


According to reports from Europe, 
Cagiva's Randy Mamola will use 
Michelin tires in 1989 and not 
Pirellis. Cagiva had full support 
from Pirelli in 1988, but it is known 
that Mamola was not happy with the 
results. It is highly unlikely that 
Mamola will start the 1989 season 
with the “special” Michelin tires that 
are being reserved for Wayne 
Gardner, Eddie Lawson, Kevin 
Schwantz and Freddie Spencer. 


Spaniard Alberto Puig has report- 
edly signed with Spanish tobacco 
giant Ducados for 1989, taking 
the sponsorship that had pre- 
viously been held by Angel Nieto's 
250cc road race team. It is not 
known whether Puig will ride a 
Cobas or a Yamaha 72250 in the 
250cc World Championship. 


Four-time World Champion Jorge 
Martinez has reportedly told Derbi 
that if their 250cc GP bike is not 
ready by the end of the season that 
he will switch to a Japanese manu- 
facturer in 1990. Martinez, who won 
both the 80cc and 125cc World 
Championships in 1988, has 
expressed a desire to move up to the 
250cc class in 1990. Derbi and 
Martinez will reportedly use their 
rotary-valve engines again in 1989 in 
an effort to win both championships. 
There is talk, however, of a reed- 
valve engine being in the works. 


Spain's 250cc World Champion 
Sito Pons had a test drive in a 
Cosworth Formula 3000 race car 
on Thursday, December 8, at 
Jarama in Spain. 


Former 125cc World Champion 
Loris Reggiani, who finished 13th 
in the 1988 World Championship 
250cc Road Race Series on an Apri- 
lia, will ride a HB-sponsored Honda 
NSR250 in 1989. West German's 
Helmut Bradl and Reinhold Roth 
will also ride Hondas in HB colors 
in 1989. Jacques Cornu, who fin- 
ished third in the 250cc champion- 
ship in '88, will reportedly be 
sponsored by Lucky Strike in '89. 


American road racer Mike Bald- 
win appears to be heading toward 
signing a contract with Bimota to 
contest the 1989 World Cham- 
pionship Superbike Road Race 
Series. “I'm still trying to work 
out the deal," Baidwin said on 
December 8. “I'm still waiting to 
hear. 1 should know in the next 
few days. One of the good things 
is that they are planning to do 





Daytona. They are real serious 
about Daytona and will try and get 
the bikes homologated. | think 
running Daytona is a real plus 
because it gets you ready for the 
rest of the season.” 


Dan Henley has been named Camel 
Pro team manager by T. Wayne 
Robertson, senior vice president of 
Sports Marketing Enterprises, Inc. 
(SME). SME is the sports marketing 
arm of RJR Nabisco, Inc. In an 
exchange of duties, Henley replaces 
Curtis Gray, who replaces Henley as 
team manager for the Winston Drag 
Racing Series. Henley will direct the 
company's Camel Pro marketing 
and promotions efforts. Assisting 
him will be returning Bob Janelle 
and Larry Haney who moves to the 
Camel Pro effort from the More 
Ebony Fashion Fair program. 


Road Racer David Sadowski 
tested a Vance & Hines Suzuki 
GSXR750 Superbike at Daytona 
the weekend of December 3-4, 
and is currently negotiating with 
Terry Vance for support in the 
1989 AMA Superbike and 750cc 
Supersport Series, as well as 
select 600cc Supersport races. 
The former New Englander, who 
recently moved to Georgia, was 
happy with the test which saw 
him turn lap times in the 1:56- 
range. ““Тһе bike's showing signs 
of being really competitive,” he 
said on December 9. The Super- 
bike was tried both with the 
carburetors that were claimed 
from Doug Polen's Yoshimura 
Suzuki last season, as well as 
regular 38mm Mikunis, which are 
more likely to be the ones homol- 
ogated as per '89 Superbike rules. 
Sadowski replaced the injured 
Randy Renfrow on the Vance & 
Hines machine at the October 2 
Sears Point National, posting a 
fifth-place finish, and finished 
eighth overall in the '88 Superbike 
point standings on a privateer 
Suzuki. 


Canadians Steve Crevier and Jon 
Cornwall will campaign Aprilia 
road racers in the 1989 AMA Castrol 
250cc Grand Prix and RACE (Can- 
ada) Formula Two Series. Crevier, 
who finished eighth in the '88 AMA 
series his first time on a 250cc 
machine, said that he'H be sponsored 
by a Toronto-based radio station, 
and is also likely to campaign a 
Yamaha FZR750R in Canadian 
Superbike races only. The ride was 
arranged by Crevier's manager, 
Frank Ciampini, and the bikes will 
be picked up at Rotax importer Tony 
Murphy's southern California shop, 
with testing at Willow Springs slated 
for the week before Christmas. 


The Western/ Eastern Roadracers 
Association (WERA) announced 
that it will sanction an eight-event 
nationwide Formula USA Series 
to be run in. conjunction with 
selected rounds of the 1989 
WERA Endurance Series and the 
Pocono Cycle Jam. The dates are 
May 6-7, Willow Springs, Califor- 
nia; May 20-21, Portland, 
Oregon; June 3-4, Pocono, Pen- 
nsylvania; July 1-2, Grattan, 
Michigan; September 2-3, Mem- 
phis, Tennessee; September 9- 
10, Willow Springs, California; 
October 7-8, Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana; November 4-5, Atlanta, 
Georgia. Based on the successful 
southern California series, the 
WERA Formula USA events are 
open to any displacement 
normally-aspirated machines (no 
turbochargers) running on gaso- 
line, and will be sponsored by 
Dunlop and a major auto manu- 








facturer to be announced at a later 
date.

Busey 

On Sunday, December 4, a 
motorcycle rider in west Los 
Angeles spilled and banged his 
head on a curbstone. As news, 
this ordinarily wouldn't rate a line 
in any paper, but this time the 
unlucky rider was Gary Busey, the 
movie star and crusading helmet law 
opponent. 

Тһе next day, coincidentally, 
Democrat Assemblyman Richard 
Floyd re-introduced his pet bill to 
the California legislature. The net- 
works picked up on it instantly, and 
the 1989 California State Helmet 
Law became national news. 

I want to know what Mr. Busey 


. will have to say about all this when 


he recovers. Will he choose now to 
wear a helmet? Will he change his 
mind about the helmet law? I am 
pretty sure that he will not ask the 
state to pay his medical bills. But 
mainly I am thankful that he is not 
in trouble with the law, on top of 
his other troubles, for risking to ride 
his Harley hatless. 

Maybe now, with all the new 
media attention, the real issues and 
principle represented by the Motor- 
cycle Helmet Law hassle will finally 
get an airing. It is not about safety, 
or dollars, or even freedom of choice. 
It 1s about the law. It is about new 
criminal legislation. It is about arrest 
and punishment and imprisonment. 
“The principle of such legislation," 
wrote one jurist, “is that if I find 
your behavior ugly by my standards, 
moral or aesthetic, and if you prove 
stubborn about adopting my view of 
the situation, Fam justified in having 
the state coerce you into more 
righteous paths. That is itself a 
principle of unsurpassed ugliness.” 

The question is, “Does a person 
have the right to take personal, 
physical or medical risks in a free 
society?" I vote yes, and I draw the 
line at choosing whether or not to 
wear a motorcycle helmet when I 
ride. You have ‘to draw the line 
somewhere. 

Although bare-brained motorcy- 
clists may offend the self-righteous, 
they are not committing any crime. 
At least not in California, yet. If I 
choose to smoke tobacco and get fat, 
the police don’t arrest me, even in 
California. Yet. But the principle is 
the same: I am taking risks. I might 
get sick and have to collect Medicaid. 
Already insurance companies аге 
charging higher premiums for guys 
like me. Can legislation be far 
behind? 

I say nip it in the bud. As long 
as free people can say, “Motorcyclists 
don’t have to wear helmets if they 
don’t want to, so why can't I 

?" (fill in the blank), we will 
continue as a free society. Unsur- 
passed ugliness in the law, we can 
do without.

Lechien almost didn't get the opportunity 
to vide that bike nest season, and he knows 
it. His three-year contract with Kawasaki was 
up atthe end of SB, and Kawasaki wouldn't 
reveal their plans for Lechien until after the 
season ended. Tt put. some pressure on 
Lechien, but he feels it was positive pressure: 
“I had a pretty big thing staring me in 
he lace with the contract being up,” said 
hien. “I knew I hadn't been the greatest 
Kawasaki, hadn't lived up to everything 





they had expected of me. I had the 


feeling that 1f I didn't do something 

they would have let me go. I'm sure 

they would have. I started doing well 

and getting some results and I think 

that's what kept my job at Kawasaki 
' for another year.” 

Lechien sought other offers, 
although he didn't want to change 
teams. 

“1 just started feeling really good 
on the Kawasakis, and the last thing 
I wanted to do was move," Lechien 
said. “Гуе moved around every- 
where, and it's a big deal to switch 
bikes. It takes a while to get accus- 
tomed to the bikes, to know what 
they're going to do. To be able to 
go as fast we go out there and do 
the things we do, you have to have 
complete confidence in your bike.” 

Lechien's job is safe for another 
year since he re-signed with Kawa- 
saki, but this time he went for the 
short-term contract instead of the 
multi-year deal. 

“Гуе gotten the three-year, big- 
bucks deal before and I’ve just 
basically kicked back and felt com- 
fortable, like I didn't have to do 
anything and I didn't," he admits. 
“That was my major downfall, so 
Im only going for a year and 
hopefully I'll win a championship 
or two and come back and sign for 
another year-long deal.” 

It's been three long years since 
Lechien last enjoyed a champion- 
ship and all the rewards that go with 
it, and with his recent success he's 
getting hungry for another title. 

"Im getting a little older and 
wanting 1t (another championship) 
a little worse now because I had it 
earlier in my career and haven't had 
it in a while," Lechien says. “It’s 
getting lonely without it," he adds 
with a laugh. 

"Now I feel stronger, and I’m 
older," said Lechien. "Everything 
just feels like it's coming together for 
me and I have more confidence in 
the bike and my ability on the track. 
Not tharI didn't have the confidence 
before, it's just that I felt really good 
on the Honda and I had that sen- 
sational year ('85), but I was mixed 
up in drugs then. I got on the 
Kawasaki and everything was just 
going down the tubes in a big hurry. 
It's taken me a couple of years just 
to get straightened out from that." 

Just getting straightened out from 
his much-publicized drug problem 
has helped. While he had the prob- 
lem, he wasn’t comfortable with his 
life or his bikes, and it affected his 
performance. 

Lechien’s drug problem first came 
to light when he was caught carrying 
marijuana as he was entering Japan 
where he had gone to compete in the 
Tokyo Supercross following the 1985 
American season. Lechien hasn’t 
said much about the incident or his 
problems with drugs in the motor- 
cycle press before. In fact, the first 
report of his recent rehabilitation 
appeared in a San Diego daily 
newspaper. But now he’s glad to tell 
his story and seems proud that he’s 
reduced a mountain to rubble. 

“T had the law after me, I had 502s 
(driving under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs), I missed my court 
dates, I hadn’t gone in for some work 
time," explains Lechien. “There 
were just so many things that had 
built up and I was using the drugs 
(alcohol, marijuana and cocaine) to 
hide from them. I didn’t want to deal 
with anything and things just kept 
building up and I just kept pushing 
them aside and pretty soon I had this 
mountain pushed aside.” 

Lechien was also pushing aside his 
parents, those around him and to a 
certain extent, his racing. 

“I was getting in squabbles with 
my parents, I shied away from them

and then I moved out when I was 
about 17," said Lechien. “It was а 
really bad scene. I didn't have much 
responsibility, I had a lot of money 
and all these friends who were into 
drugs. It just kind of drug me right 
in there with them. ‘I started using 
pot when I was in school, I had some 
friends that were into it and it just 
went on from there. Whenever I 
didn't have something to do then I'd 
be doing drugs, and I just got real 
mixed up in that." 

So mixed up he says it nearly ended 
his racing career. 

“Т actually called my dad and said 
*Hey, screw it, I don't want to race 
anymore," Lechien said. “It was a 
really emotional time for me.” 


Lechien credits his parents and 
everyone else close to him with 
getting him back on his feet. 

“They all got together, and I didn’t 
have any idea about it," explained 
Lechien. “One day my accountant 
showed up and said we had to go 
talk to a negotiator. We went to a 
clinic where they have Intervention. 
That’s where the people who are 
around you, for me it was my family, 
the people at JT Racing (Lechien's 
long-time riding gear sponsor), and 
Kawasaki Team Manager Roy 
Turner, and everyone set me down. 
They had all this stuff written out 
and ready to go, and it really made 
me see the light. They wanted me 
to go in for rehabilitation right then, 


but I said there's no way I was going 
in for 30 days. It took me a little while 
to realize what I had and what I was 
jeopardizing before I made the 
commitment to go in and get help.” 

Lechien looked at the date on his 
watch. November 4. It would be 
exactly a year the next day, 
November 5, since he finished reha- 
bilitation at the McDonalds Center, 
part of the Scripps Institute in La 
Jolla, California. 

“Гуе come from the big dump," 
he states matter-of-factly. “Its night 
and day from this time last year. 
Mentally and physically it turned my 
racing around, I'm a lot clearer. My 
life 15 100 times better. You can't 
believe it.” 

He looks back on the experience 
differently now, but is still able to 
describe his life then like it was 
yesterday. 

“Tt was the worst feeling, I was in 
such a hole. It's a weird feeling when 
you've got letters from the courts 
coming and you've got warrants. I 
was ready for them to come over to 
my house and take me away. 

“It’s like killing somebody,” 
continued Lechien, “ог doing some- 
thing that's really bad and you've got 
the feeling that you're going to get 
in trouble for it. It was just a big 
cloud hanging over my head and I 
couldn't get away from it; it kept 
following me around, getting worse 
and worse. 

"It's not worth it. It's always 
played up to be such a big deal, that's 
kind of the curiosity part about it. 
But it's nothing like they all put it 
up to be, you know. All it does is 
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a mechanic, everything there :

drag trouble, I know that. It brought 
more trouble than I could handleand 
it just basically screwed up my whole 
life. 

Although he's got his life back 
together, he'll tell you that nothing 
is certain. It's always that way with 


‚ recovering drug users. 


“At the time it's all behind me," 
he says with confidence. “I can’t look 
into the future, Гуе got to go day 
by day. Everything's been going well, 
though, and I don't have any trou- 
bles with it, things seem to be going 
the right way." 

Through the whole ordeal Ron 
Lechien has matured. 

“It’s a problem when you get into 
drugs because you quit growing 
emotionally," he says. “Тһеге are 
people who are 30 and have the 
mentality of a 15-year-old because 
they've been doing drugs for so 
long.” 

His new maturity has also inspired 
a new enthusiasm for racing, a new 
desire to win another championship. 
Enthusiasm that has been lacking for 
the past couple of years. 

When Lechien first started racing 
his dream was to be 125cc National 
Champion. His “father, Dick 
Lechien, owner of Maxima Lubri- 
cants, got him started towards that 
dream with a Honda QA50. Ron 
often fought with his sister Lori over 
who would get to ride it, and he rode 
all the time after school at tracks near 
his El Cajon home. One weekend his 
father took him to watch the races 
at the local track, then two weeks 
later Dick asked Ron if he wanted 
to race. 

Ron recalls the conversation like 
it was yesterday. 

“І said, ‘I think I want to go watch 
again, Dad, but he said, ‘You're 
either going to race or you're not 
going at all.' So I said, “АП right, 
let's race.’ I went out and started 
racing all the time." 

Ron Lechien and his parents got 
serious about racing, traveling to all 
the amateur. races for several years. 
His father coached him along the 
way, and Lechien says that he helped 
more than anyone or anything to get 
him where he is today. 

"He was my coach, my teacher, my 


was to be the 125cc National Cham- 
pion," Lechien began, “апа I 
achieved that and I was there, I had 
made it, I did what I wanted to do. 
Then I just kind of lost enthusiasm. 
That’s the way it went and I didn't 
know how to change it. 

“Then Ricky (Johnson) came 
along and no one could beat him, 
and neither could I and it just made 
it real tough." 

Lechien and Johnson have been 
fierce rivals in the past, both on and 
off the track. They started out as 
friends from the same neighborhood 
and never really got to race together. 
“Не was always a class ahead of me. 
Every time I moved up into the class 
he was in he'd be gone,” explained 
Lechien. 

They managed to meet in the same 
class a few times, though, and 
Lechien remembers the time he beat 
Johnson at a local race and shook 
people up. But what really turned 
their friendship sour and created the 
great rivalry began in the pits before 
1t moved to the track. 

“I kind of stabbed Ricky in the 
back once or twice because his 
girlfriend connived me into telling 
him something we had done at a race, 
so it was kind of my fault," admits 
Lechien. “Then we did stuff on the 
track and it just went from there." 

Тһе rivalry reached its peak in 
early 1987 when Johnson punched

says. “Не was serious about teaching 
me everything. At the time I wasn't 
enjoying it, because he was making 
it harder than I wanted it to be. But 
I have to owe everything I've got to 
that because it was so much a 
coaching thing.” 

At one time Lechien's father 
managed his career, but with so 
much influence they weren't getting 
along. Lechien still asks his father 
for help when it's time to negotiate 
contracts or if there's any informa- 
tion he needs since he knows his 
father has close ties with the motor- 
cycle industry because of his 
business. 

And Lechien's father trained him 
well. Combined with his natural 
talent, Lechien made a big splash 
when he hit the Nationals in 1983 
when he was 16-years-old, winning 
four 125cc Nationals and a super- 
cross race in. Tampa, Florida. 
Lechien jumped from Yamaha to 
Honda in '84, had several other good 
finishes, then dominated the 125cc 
Nationals in 1985 to take the title. 
He was fired late that year by Honda 
because of the drug incident in 
Japan, but he had already signed his 
three-year deal with Kawasaki. He 
then began the slump that lasted 
until this year.

“I just hated him with a passion, 
and I'm sure he hated me too," says 
Lechien. “АП I wanted to do was 
knock him down or run over him. 
We both tried to kill each other for 
so long." 

That hatred is another thing that’s 
in Lechien's past, he says. They've 
both gotten older and more mature. 

“T really like Ricky," says Lechien. 
"But it's not even close to what it 
was like before. I went over to his 
house a couple of weeks ago and we 
talked. Га like to be better friends, 
but it's just hard.” 

One thing that makes it hard is 
all the attention Johnson gets since 
he is the dominant rider of the time. 
Lechien is frustrated seeing all the 
glory go to Johnson, but says that 
it just makes him hungrier to beat 
him next season. The only edge he 
gives to Johnson is strength, saying 
there is no difference in ability or 
natural talent. 

“Obviously if anybody out there 
has natural talent it’s gotta be me 
because I don’t do anything about 
it and I'm still running with him,” 
Lechien says. "Everybody knows 
that I hardly train at all.”

° card to the local health club in his 


wallet. 

That doesn't mean he doesn't 
train. Lechien's training is done with 
his toys, like his Jet Ski, which he'd 
like to race more when he retires from 
motocross, or his backyard HiBall 
court, which fields a large trampo- 
line game. He also stays active by 
playing tennis with his girlfriend, 
Renee Rungy, and by playing golf 
and Ping-Pong. 

It has to be fun or Lechien won't 
do it. He says his father pushed him 
away from formal training. 

"Back in the past my dad really 
pushed me a lot to train, I used to 
come home from work every day and 
the first thing he'd ask was if I ran. 
It really pushed me away from it and 
made me not want to do it at all. 
I can say that I'm Jet Ski or tennis 
training, I do a lot of other sports 
and riding, but as far as running or 
weights go, I don't train. 

"Its just my way of doing it,” 
continued Lechien. “I get burned out 
on going to the races and being on 
the planes flying all over the place. 
If I went home and beat myself up 
all week, when I got to the race I'd 
be burned out twice as Баа.” 

Lechien dislikes the routine sche- 
dule of traveling to the races almost 
every weekend. During the off-season 
when he could be at home there's 
often races in Europe he has to 
attend. He misses being with Renee, 
being away from home so much. 

He likes the money he makes, 
though. He has his own large home 
оп an El Cajon hill. There're lots 
of pictures and magazine covers of 
Lechien on the wall, but not much 
furniture. А pool table fills the living 
room, and a couch and love seat can 
be found in the den in front of the 
big-screen TV and elaborate stereo 
system. 

Lechien doesn't own a fancy 
European sports car. His Jet Skis, 
practice bike and Ping-Pong table. 
share the garage with a Chevy | 
Camaro IROC Z28 and Toyota 4x4 
pickup. 

Lechien says he would like to 
compete for at least five more years. | 
Or at least as long as he feels 
comfortable. He realizes the dangers | 
of racing and wants.to be able to | 
retire a healthy man. 

“Tf things get bad or I get scared 
out there," Lechien begins to say, 
then quickly changes his train of 


. thought to emphasize his point. “It’s 


wicked in the supercrosses, you 
know. Some people couldn't even 
ride around the tracks and we've got 
to go flying around them. It gets kind 
of scary, and when I get to that point 
(being real scared) I think it would 
be better to quit. It's not really worth 
it and right now I have a lot more 
than I ever expected and I want to 
make sure I'll be able to enjoy that 
when I do retire. I'm not going to 
go over my head because I don't want 
to risk the rest of my life." 

When he does leave the track, 
Lechien won't leave the racing scene 
behind. | 

"Im planning on going into} 
Maxima and taking over when my 
dad retires,” he says. "I'd like to have! 
a good future, get married and һауе 
kids, all those good things that come 
later in life." 

But right now Ron Lechien's 
primary goal in life is to be the best 
next season. He will make his 
commitment sometime in the off 
season, sit down, talk with himself, 
and plan his attack for the coming 
year. He has already conquered the 
biggest obstacle he's faced in his 
young life and is happy that he had 
the chance to have a second chance

Yamaha hits the mark

With the introduction of the new-from-the- 
ground-up FZR1000, Yamaha has achieved 
its target of liter-class sport bike dominance 
with what can only be termed a direct hit. 


While previous Yamaha 
sport bikes, with the exception 
of the limited-production 
FZR750R, were more widely- 
focused street machines, the new 
FZR1000 screams road racer.. From 
its 170mm-wide rear Pirelli radial 
tire to its clip-ons and rear-set 
footpegs, the FZR is clearly one of 
the most single-purpose motorcycles 
ever built for street use. And arguably 
the most capable. 


Ready 

Тһе technical specifications of the 
new FZR were covered in detail in 
the November 16 issue of Cycle 
News, but we'll review some of it here 
for the sake of clarity. 

Yamaha engineers started the 
FZR1000's facelift by reducing the 
forward incline of the cylinders from 
45 to 35 degrees. Then, by removing 


_ the front frame downtubes and using 


the engine as a stressed member of 
the frame, they were able to bring 
the front wheel back closer to the 
motor,. producing а shorter 


‘wheelbase. 


The new Deltabox frame, pio- 
neered on Yamaha’s successful 
Grand Prix road racers, is narrower 
where the rider sits than last year’s 
machine, avoiding the leap frog-style 
riding position common to other 
sport bikes. Large extruded alumi- 
num beams run directly from the cast 
steering head to the hollow swing- 
arm pivot casting for maximum 
rigidity. The swingarm is also 
termed a Deltabox, and is lighter and 
more rigid than last year’s unit. 


The five-valve-per-cylinder Gene-, 
sis motor also underwent some 


changes, notably a .5mm increase in 


bore to 75.5mm, boosting displace- 
ment to 1003cc. A new cylinder head 
with a more compact combustion 
chamber combined with flatter 
crown pistons raises the compression 
ratio from 11.2:1 to 12.0:1. 

Mikuni BDST38 flat-slide car- 
buretors have been substituted for the 
previous BDS37s, with pull-pull 
cable operation. 

A new computer-designed fairing 
includes Yamaha's Fresh Air Intake 
(FAI), which forces cool air through 
fairing ducts into a new larger 
airbox. Yamaha claims a slippery 
Cd(A) of only 0.318 for the new 
fairing, largely due to a lower 
windshield and flush-mounted 
headlights. 

Yamaha has fitted the 1000 with 
their EXUP exhaust valve system, 
first used in 1988 on California- 
model FZR400s. EXUP uses a 
computer-controlled, servo-powered 
valve in the exhaust collector box to 
regulate pressure waves in the 
exhaust system. By tuning these 
waves to any given engine speed, 
EXUP gre: atly increases scavenging 
efficiency. Yamaha claims a 10-20% 
power increase, a 5% reduction in 
tanl consumption at high rpm, a 20- 

% hydrocarbon emission reduction 
те а 4-5dB noise reduction at idle. 
An enormous muffler adorns the 
right side of the machine, boldly 
displaying the EXUP logo; many 
thought it was an aftermarket unit. 
The same digital computer controls 
the TCI ignition system, EXUP 
exhaust valve and the fuel pump 
control unit. 

Aim 

At first glance, the FZR1000 

appears much smaller than it is; 


some mistook it for its sibling, the 
FZR400. Like a Grand Prix racer, the 
FZR is tiny compared to, say, the 
Kawasaki ZX-10 or Honda CBR1000 
Hurricane. But it's this diminutive 
size that gives it its excellent han- 
dling characteristics. 

The seating position is racer-like 
but surprisingly comfortable, at least 
in a sporting situation. The clip-ons 
are low and wide, and the footpegs, 
while high, do not require that the 
rider practice yoga. Even taller riders 
will feel at home, though owners of 
longer legs may find their knees 
rubbing on the fuel tank’s ridges. 

But it’s when the bike is ridden 
on the highway for any length of 
time that the seating position takes 
its toll. Aching wrists and shoulders 
may be felt, not immediately but, like 
after a good workout, two days later. 
Even so, there are bikes with worse 
seating positions. 

Тһе Genesis motor produces usa- 
ble power from as low as 4000 rpm 
(even lower if you bog it), with a top 
end rush beginning at 8000 and 
continuing to just short of the 11,500 
rpm redline. The power builds 
smoothly and predictably, a boon to 
the canyon or mountain twisties 
rider since the throttle can be applied 
while exiting corners with less worry 
over the rear wheel breaking loose. 


Sull, with its overabundance of 
horsepower, abstinence is the key. 

Also like a racer, the dash is 
virtually devoid of frills, with just 
three gauges — a large centrally- 
positioned tachometer, slightly 
smaller speedometer at left and a tiny 
temperature gauge at right. А row 
of warning lights which include a 
neutral indicator are present on the 
lower dash. 


FZR's dash panel includes tachometer, 
speedometer and temperature gauge. 


Since ours was a European model, 
the speedo was marked in kph, which 
proved to be a real distraction (divide 
by ten and multiply by six for 
approximate mph). The temperature 
gauge occasionally reaches redline 
іп city traffic, but quickly returns to 
normal once underway. Very little 
engine heat reaches the rider. 

An electric reserve switch on the 
inside left fairing panel is a curious 
fitment, but works fine once you're 
used to it. Our Eurospec model also 
had а headlight on/off: switch, 
something you wouldn't normally 
find in the U.S., and a peculiar pilot 
light just above the standard dual 
headlights that emitted virtually no 
light at all. 

Undercut engagement dogs are 
used on second, third and fourth 
gears on the input shaft, and fifth 
gear on the output shaft, with the 
result being improved gear engage- 
ment from last year's bike. 

Suspension is excellent, front and 
rear. Giant 43mm forks (up 2mm 
from last year) are extremely rigid, 
and include four-way preload adjust- 
ments. The rear shock has a remote 
reservoir with adjustments for both 
preload and damping. 

Pirelli acheived a major marketing 
coup when Yamaha decided to fit 
their FZR1000 with MP7 Sport 
radials. Cagiva has been offering the 
Ducati Paso with these tires for a 
while, and they are easily the best 
available on any stock motorcycle. 
The Yamaha is fitted with 17-inch,

hollow, three-spoke, cast aluminum 
rims front and rear — a huge 5.5- 
inch wide rear and 3.5-inch wide 
front. Tires are also huge — а 170/ 
60 at rear and 130/60 at front. 

"These wide rims will be especially 
appreciated by racers, since they can 
now fit radial slicks without the 
additional expense of purchasing 
aftermarket wheels. Pull-type chain 
adjusters like those used on YZ 
motocrossers permit easy chain 
adjustment. 

Like the tires, the dual four- 
opposed-piston front brakes are 
among the best fitted to any street 
bike. Grabbing a handful at any 
speed locks the front wheel, and more 
moderate usage will easily loft the 
rear wheel off the tarmac. Different 
sized brake pads (smaller at the 
leading edge) are used within each 
caliper, ensuring more even pressure 
across the pad. 

Indeed, Yamaha achieved the 
desired results because this bike 
corners with the best of thém. The 
front end stays planted, even in fast 
race track sweepers, and without the 
benefit of a steering. damper. And 
there's not a hint of flex in the frame, 
swingarm or forks. Braking deep 
into a corner, or in mid-corner, 
unveils very little tendency for the 
bike to stand up. All in all, it's 
extremely confidence inspiring. 

Тһе only limits to the Yamaha's 
outstanding handling characteristics 
are the width of the exhaust pipe,

which can drag in fast, right-hand 
sweepers, and the lack of front 
suspension damping adjustments. 
Now, any damping adjustments 
must come through a change of fork 
oil viscosity. Even so, for anything 
short of over-the-top street riding or 
road racing, these factors don't even 
enter into the equation. 

We had the opportunity to try 
Yamaha's new Sofpack Luggage 
tank bag, made by Eclipse, and found 
it to work well. In addition to 
providing somewhere to store street 
riding necessities, the bag also gives 
the rider somewhere to rest his chest 
on long rides. Features include a 
removable waterproof map pocket, 
expandable top compartment, zip- 
pered side pockets, and a quick- 
release universal mounting system. 
Since the FZR doesn't have any 
storage facilities, the tank bag is a

worthwhile investment for street 
riding. No price has been established 
for the bag as of yet, but like the FZR 
it will be available in February. 
Fire 

One thing's for certain — the 
FZR1000 is not a beginner's bike. It's 
awesome power and strong brakes 
require some finesse to control, and 
an inexperienced rider could easily 
get in over his head. Plus, only a 
more experienced rider will be able 
to truly appreciate the performance 
of the FZR 1000. 

Тһе price should also keep most 
beginners away. At $7599, only the 
dedicated enthusiast is likely to be 
willing to shell out the money fo: 
the advanced technology offered on 
the FZR. Aluminum frames, four- 
piston brake calipers, Pirelli radials 
and other race bike technology don't 
come cheap. But then again, consid- 
ering the cost of a real GP bike, and 
the performance of the FZR, it's a 
real bargain.

Smith sprints to

I needed to finish in 
the top six Open bikes to win the 
overall (Best 1n the Desert) cham- 
pionship and that was all I wanted 
to do. Taking the win today just sort 
of happened. Everyone else had 
problems and I didn’t.” 

Smith's final burst earned him 
$330 for the Open Pro win and 
enough points to take the overall win 
in the four-event Best in the Desert 
Series organized by Casey Folks. 

“This makes four championships 
for me this year," said Smith. “I got 
the (AMA) National Championship 
Hare & Hound title, AMA/District 
37, the Best in the West Series and 
now Гуе got the Best іп the Desert 
Championship too. It’s been a really 
good year.” 

With the points race for the 
championship series nearly over, the 
final round of the Best in the Desert 
Series drew a smaller than usual 
entry, but the 117-strong lineup was 
in for a treat when the Riverside 
Resort Hotel and Casino/Duralube/ 
Husqvarna/Suzuki/EP Performs/ 
Dirt Rider-sponsored event got 
underway. 

Racing was close from the moment 
the starting banner dropped. Open 
and 250cc Pros left the line at 9:00 
a.m. and Smith went head-to-head 
with Kawasaki's Paul Krause in a bid 
for the early lead. “I wasn't feeling 
too good but I just loaded up on the 
Tylenol and took off," said Smith. 
"Paul beat me to the bomb. I kept 
up with him until we ran into the 
really gnarly cross-grain stuff and 
then he left and everyone else passed 
me too. I was back to about eighth 
but then my body started to loosen 
up and I started riding a nice easy 
pace." 

With Smith falling back, ATK's 
Greg Zitterkopf moved up for his 
shot at Krause and grabbed the lead 
for a few miles before crashing his 
way back to the middle of the front- 
running bunch. KX250 pilot Grant 
Palenske, Las Vegas entry Scott 
Morris and last year's Best in the 
Desert overall champ Kevin Steele 
were all high in the early standings, 
and Arizona's Carlos Serrano was 


pushing hard on a YZ250. 








class, while Palenske was eventually slowed by a damaged exhaust pipe. 


Out in front, Krause had no time 
for sitting around with Serrano on 
the move. 

"I caught Paul (Krause) and 
passed him about halfway through 
the first (20 mile) section," said 
Serrano. “Не passed me back and 
then we went back and forth about 
10 times in the next 50 miles.” 

Neither of the top class racers were 
willing to give an inch and only three 
seconds separated them at the end of 
the first 20 miles. Zitterkopf was 20 
seconds behind in third and Morris 
and Steele were also within a minute 
of the leaders. 

Palenske dashed past the 20-mile 
mark in sixth with Smith five 
seconds behind in seventh and 
former National Enduro champ 
Kevin Hines hard on his heels in 
eighth. 

Further back in the pack, 125cc 
pilot Bryan Folks was riding up a 
storm. The 21-year-old Cagiva pilot 
had blasted past the early leaders on 
his second row start and was match- 
ing the Open class bikes stride for 
stride on adjusted time. 

“Todd Campbell and Sean Steele 
were out in front of me," said Folks, 
"but each of them bobbled and made 
a mistake so I got by." 

At the end of the first 33-mile loop 
Serrano and Krause were still locked 
in a handlebar-to-handlebar battle 
for the lead, Zitterkopf was half a 
minute behind in third and Smith's 
steady pace had worked him up into 
fourth. Morris, Hines and Palenske 
raced through the pits in quick 
succession and Folk's 125 Cagiva 
turned in eighth overall. 

Daryl Folks' 250 Cagiva cleared the 
first pit in 10th right behind Kevin 
Steele’s CR500, with Sean Steele 
(CR125), Washington’s Paul Ostbo 
(CR500) and Husky’s Garth Sweet- 
land in hot pursuit. 

Mike Powers hit the pits in 14th 
overall with the rest of the Over-30 
Pro class plastered to his rear fender. 

“We had a great race going — it 
was so close you couldn’t let up for 
a minute,” said Kawasaki’s Kenny 
Parry, who, along with fellow Vet 
racers Mike Tripes and Lee Pearson, 
was less than one minute behind the 
class leader. 

Ed Sivon raced through the pits 
at the head of the Over 38 division 
(25th overall) and Anna Cody Mer- 
ritt, the only woman in the race, was 
going great despite an early fall. 

“I misjudged a dip, went over the 





bars and landed in a pile of rocks 
about two miles into the race,” said 
Merritt, who injured her arm in the 
crash. ““Тһеге was no way I was 
going to give up. I had to finish at 
least two loops because that way I'd 
win the overall (class championship) 
at Best in the Desert." 

The neck-in-neck racing at the 
front of the pack continued through- 
out the second loop. Serrano and 
Krause were at each's others throats 
all the way and Zitterkopf was 
pushing hard for his shot at the 
number one position until he got a 
flat. 

Parry also got his shot at the lead 
in loop two when he overcame race- 
long rival Mike Powers to steal 
number one in the Over 30 division. 

" finally got into the lead but then 
I hit a rock in a sand wash and 
crashed and Powers passed me 
again," said Parry. “1 ended up 
passing Powers back and he passed 
me back again." 

Palenske's bid for the 250cc honors 
bit the dust in the heated battle of 
loop two when he got a hole in his 
exhaust pipe. 

Krause was still out in front as the 
racers hit pit row for the second time. 
Zitterkopf was running hard оп а 
rear flat just 23 seconds behind and 
Smith was surprised to find himself 
up in third. 

"At the second pit my dad told 
me I was still in there," said Smith. 
“Му elbow was starting to hurt again 
as the Tylenol wore off but I just 
kept riding the same pace. I still 
didn't think I was going to win it. 
I was just concentrating on a finish." 

Bryan Folk's hard-charging 125 
Cagiva raced through in fourth and 
the three-minute delay on his second- 
row start had him an amazing one 
minute ahead of Krause on adjusted 
time. Serrano was in fifth as he 
headed out into the final loop of the 
100-mile race, with a late-in-the-race 
push from Hines catapulting him 
through into sixth just ahead of 
Palenske’s ailing KX250 and Sean 
Steele’s CR125. 

The Over 30 contenders were 
locked in a too-close-to-call battle for 
14th overall and the Sportsmen 


competitors were led through by 250 
Husky pilot Danny Anderson, with 
Open class hopeful Sam Rames just 
seconds behind. 

The tight, technical terrain started 
to take its toll as the racers entered 
their third and final loop of the 33- 
mile course. 

Out in front of the pack, fatigue 
was working to Smith’s advantage. 

“I just tried to keep a steady pace 
going and all of a sudden there was 
(Krause),” said Smith. “I passed him 
and took the lead about 10 to 15 miles 
into the last loop." 

"I don't think I rode 100% all дау,” 
said the Cagiva N.A./Goldbelt/ 
Scott/Autolite/Arai/Alpinestar/ 
Maxima/Metzeler/Tsubaki/Acer- 
bis/Renthal/F&L/Z Racing-backed 
racer, but his first-place finish was 
still good enough to earn him $330 
for the win and another $700 for the 
overall Best in the Desert Open class 
Championship. 

“I just kind of got tired," said 
Krause. “About halfway between the 
start of the last loop and where Dan 
passed me I fell over and had some 
trouble getting the bike started 
again. I tried to get into the pace 
again after he went by but his pace 
was just a little bit faster than mine." 

The Kawasaki/Metzeler/ Answer/ 
Smith/Tsubaki/Shoei/White Bros./ 
Renthal/Spectro-backed racer's fin- 
ish earned him $162 and second place 
in the overall Open class Cham- 
pionship. 

Disappointment was in store for 
top-running 250 pilot Zitterkopf. 
KTM'sHines launched a last-minute 
rush that took him past Zitterkopf 
and into third overall, and the ATK 
pilot's long-running flat gave up the 
ghost soon after. 

Bryan Folks kept his charge going 
right to the checkered flag and took 
the 125cc honors in fourth overall, 
just 45 seconds slower than the 
overall winner on adjusted time. 

Folks was followed in by CR500 
pilot Steele, with little brother Sean 
Steele taking second in the 125cc 
division in sixth overall. Steele's 
consistent performance earned him 
number one in the year-long 125cc 
Championship battle. 

Daryl Folks, who held а steady

Championship.

The Kawasaki pilot was still trying 
to get his breath back when Pearson 
and Tripes came into sight and, in 
a final scramble for the finish line, 
Parry managed to hold onto second 
in class (12th overall) by just half a 
wheel. 


The Sportsman division was 
headed up by Danny Anderson’s 
250cc Husky in 17th overall, and 
Arizona’s Sam Rames took the Open 
class honors in 20th overall. °

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Interview: 1989 AMA National Enduro Champion Randy Hawkins 


From chasin' cows to chasin' titles 


By Kit Palmer 


Five years ago Randy Hawkins didn't even know what an enduro was, nor 
had he ever heard of the legendary Dick Burleson or more recent multi-time 
champ Terry Cunningham. His only motorcycling experience was rounding 
up cows on his grandfather's farm in South Carolina, yet, five years later, 
he would become the 1988 AMA National Enduro Champion. 

On October 30, 1988, in Louisiana, 22-year-old Hawkins clinched his first- 
ever championship title, the first rider in 18 years to do it aboard a Japanese 
motorcycle (Jack McLane won the title on a Honda in 1970). The Suzuki- 


How and when did you first get 
involved in riding enduros? 

My friend Dale Segard — it's his 
fault. He's the whole reason I got 
started in enduros. We used to pal 
around together and one day, in 
1983, he asked me if I wanted to go 
and ride an enduro with him and 
I said 'sure.' But I cut my finger the 
Friday before the event and I couldn't 
ride. I went with him anyway and 
watched. I had never been to one 
before in my life. 

Everytime I saw him in the event, 
he was at a reset or going down the 
road and I thought, ‘I could do this.’ 
So not too long after that I went to 
another enduro and rode it. It was 
probably the toughest one Гуе ridden 
in my life so far! It was a really 
muddy and rainy enduro and I think 
I almost houred out. I got stuck 
about five times and I ended up 
fourth in the 125сс С class. 

What was your first motorcycle, and 
what kind of riding did you do before 
competing? 

My first motorcycle was an Indian 
50, and then a Yamaha 100. But after 
I watched my first enduro, I saw that 
everybody was riding Huskys, so I 
figured it was the hot bike to have, 
so I bought a Husky 125. (Hawkins 
would eventually ride Huskys for the 
next four years as well as bea member 
of the Husky factory enduro team for 
two years — 1986-'87.) 

Before that time, I just used to 
chase cows with my grandfather on 
my Yamaha, and I could get the cows 
better on my motorcycle than he 
could with his horses. That's all the 
riding I ever did was chase those 
cows. I knew how to herd cattle 
because I could ride horses, then I 
started doing it on motorcycles. 
Shoot, I was chasin' anything down 
from wild horses to cows. I would 
usually go where it was really 
woodsy, and I think that's where I 
got my basics in woods riding, 
chasing these herds, especially 
horses. They would cut back and 
forth through the trees and I would 
have to be able to stay close and make 
the cuts behind them. It got to the 
point where I could get all the horses, 
gather 'em up and they would head 
towards the farm. I didn't chase 'em 
to harm 'em, or anything, I just rode 
behind them. Then you would have 
a few strays that you would have to 
run out and bring back into the herd. 
'That's where my first enduro back- 
ground ever came from. 

Once I got into enduros I started 
riding the SE&TRA (Southeastern 
Enduro and Trail Riders Associa- 
tion) Series. In my first year I was 
the 125cc C class champion, and the 
following year I was the 125cc B 
champ. Then Kevin Hines took me 
to a couple of Nationals in 1985 and 
I went from a B rider to an AA rider 
in one year. I'm kind of proud of 
that and I won my first National in 
1986 in Texas. 

Many people felt you had a good 
chance of winning. the champion- 
ship in 1987, but you were seriously 


injured before the season began. 
What happened? 
On January 19 (1987) I injured both 
my knees, and that pretty much 
messed the year up for me. I was in 
a local hare scrambles and the front 
wheel kicked out in a turn, and when 
it did, I tried to save it and the 
momentum carried me to the outside 
of this corner and into some pine 
trees. I hit one of the pine trees with: 
my knees. It shattered my right knee 
cap and tore ligaments in my left 
knee. I had dual surgery and had a 
cast on both legs from the waist 
down. 

I started therapy in February twice 
a week and then every day from 
March — when I got out of my casts 
— ло June. I didn't even try riding 
during that time. 
How did you feel once you started 
riding again? 
I started riding again in June and 
won my first time out, a SEKTRA 
enduro. I missed most of the 
National Series but I finished fifth 
overall and then I won the Tecate 
250K Enduro in Mexico in 
December. / 
Going into the 1988 season you 
were back on form, but you were 
riding for the first time some- | 
thing other than a Husqvarna. / 
Why did you leave Husqvarna? ^ 
It boiled down to that they 
told me that I was just 
lucky, and with my 
injuries, they thought 
I would never make 
it. They blindly 
thought I wouldn’t ў 
make it and were 
looking at Dave 
Bertram or Jeff 
Russell to be 
Terry Cunn- 
ingham's team- 
mate.I knew I 
could do it, 
but if that 
was the atti- 
tade they had, 
then that was 
fine with me / 
—Fdbuya f 
bike before I į

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Тһеп they kind of screwed around 
with Jeff and Dave, and then they 
didn’t want to ride for them (Husky) 
either. Then I started talking with 
Charles (Halcomb) at Suzuki, and I 
kind of moved on from there. 
Did you have any difficulties adapt- 
ing to the Suzuki? 
I had no problems. My Huskys were 
always quick. On my Huskys I put 
in internal rotors, so I was always 
used to having a quick bike. Huskys 
were good bikes. I think I probably 
had the best 250cc Huskys you could 
have. The transition from that bike 
to the Japanese, well, my Suzuki is 
lighter and just seems to fit my style 
of riding. 
What was your reaction when you 
finally clinched the championship 
in Louisiana? How did you feel? 


mounted rider from Traveler’s Rest, South Carolina, dominated this year's 
series, stripping Massachusetts’ Kevin Hines of the title. Hawkins collected 
four overall wins in 1988 and was the only rider to score more than one 
overall win besides Easterner Kevin Bennett, who captured two overall victories 
on the year. 

We caught up with Hawkins and chatted about his motorcycling career, 
a little bit about his personal life, his championship winning season, and 
who he feels will be title contenders in the 1989 National Series.

I was excited, but that day I was more 
concerned about winning the enduro 
than clinching the championship, as 
strange as that may seem. Getting the 
championship is great; it was a goal 
I made in 1985 and I had reached 
the goal I had set. 

Who were you most concerned about 
at the start of the 1988 season? 
Probably Kevin Hines and Dave 
Bertram. But I figured Dave might 
have some problems getting used to 
shift bikes after riding the autos for 
so long. (Bertram also used to ride 
on the Husky team, aboard a 430cc 
Automatic.) But Dave has the deter- 
mination. He has about as much 
determination as anybody out there. 
If he hadn't had physical problems 
this year, I feel he could've been 
second on the year. 

But what about Kevin Hines? He was 
never really in the hunt all year. 
What happened to him? 

Kevin, well he had some problems 
— a lot of bad luck. I think he had 
more bad luck than anybody all year. 
I guess Dave had it worse with the 
(cancer) surgery, but as far as nit- 
picking bad luck, Kevin had it worse. 
And I think he was surprised how 
fast Kurt (Hough), Dave and I were 
going on our new bikes. I think he 
thought the year was going to be 
easier than it was. He just couldn't 
ever get rolling. 

Who surprised you the most “this 
year? 

Kurt Hough. Kurt really surprised 
me. He did a really good job and 
I think next year he is going to be 
even more competitive. 

Who do you think is the best time- 
keeper on the circuit, yourself? 

No. I don't feel I'm the better 
timekeeper — I'm a good timekeeper 
but not the best. 

Who is? 

I think it's between Bertram and 
Terry Cunningham. Both those guys 
still burn checks, but they are better 
timekeepers. But when I'm saying 
better timekeepers, I'm not saying 
they have a big advantage as far as 


watching the clock — it's their 
‘experience that makes them better. 

I get better every year. 

But if you're not the best timekeeper, 

where do you excel? 

I feel my strong points are the real 

tight and technical enduros. I feel 

I'm the fastest in that type situation. 

Ithink that I have a pretty aggressive 

and smooth riding style, that's just 

my opinion. I don't know. It seems 

like I'm usually better at the end of 

the event. That seems to be my 
| stronger point. 

I think another big part of win- 

_ ning this year is my experience іп 
< setting up the bike. Being able to set 


my bike up as good as possible for 
the conditions at a particular event 
really helped me a lot. 
Do you ever gamble, or take risks 
regarding timekeeping? 
No. А gamble would be like what 
happened to me in Louisiana; it was 
a gamble that I lost and Kurt Hough 
won, and that lost the enduro for me. 
It's like tie-breaker checks going into 
a section — that's a gamble right 
there. You see it (the check) and you 
guess, "Well, should I stall and hit 
the tie-break check at 30 seconds and 
go for the perfect score, or should 
Igoina little early and hope it comes 
out okay on the other end?' In that 
situation I will always hold back and 
go in at 30 seconds. 

You can't gamble too big or you're 
going to burn yourself. 
Which National stands out in your 
mind the most this year? 
The Cherokee National in Georgia. 
It was near my hometown and І won 
the event nine minutes over the next 
guy — Kurt Hough. I had just come 
back from Daytona and I was getting 
pumped for the rest of the season. 
My home crowd (SE&TRA) kept 
pulling for me. 
How was your life on the road this 
year? Апу interesting stories? 
"There's always something going on

when you travel with Charles Hal- 
comb and Dave Bertram. There's 
never a dull moment. I would have 
to say that this was the best year I've 
ever had traveling to the events and 
being with Dave Bertram. He's a 
super nice guy and easy to get along 
with. He's competitive. You won't 
find anyone more competitive than 
him. He really made the season fun. 
I would fly up to his house or he 
would fly to my house — we would 
just travel together. Everything 
worked so well that it was like 
cheating somehow. I have a good 
relationship with all the riders. I 
consider everyone of them my friend. 


I also traveled with Dale. He was 
kind of like a coach, a*trainer — a 
best friend. 

What do you do when you're not on 
the road or riding? Do you have a 
full-time job? 

Im the president of a trucking 
company — Hawk, Co. and Dale is 
the vice president. It used to be my 
father's company. I went ahead and 
bought all the transportation equip- 
ment he had. Now we've started our 
own company and have started 
branching out. : 

What about hobbies? 

I like hunting and fishing, although 
I don't do very much of it. That's 
what I used to do before I started 
riding motorcycles — that's all I did, 
hunt and fish. 

I like sports in general; I play a 
lot of sports. We just finished a co- 
ed softball season, and I also play 
church baseball and basketball. I'm 
an outdoors person. I Jet Ski — I 
own a couple of 550s — and I golf. 

I enjoy golf. That's probably the 
most relaxing thing to do. I shoot 
about 80-82. 

Have you played against any of the 
other riders? 

I've played with Dave (Bertram), but 
you have to have some money to play 
with him. Last time we played he 


knocked out a big plate glass window 


.in someone's house. It was worth 


about $5000. He's kind of dangerous. 
I've also played with Cunningham, 
Jeff Russell and Larry Roeseler. 
We're all pretty good. 

What about next year's Nationals? 
Who is going to be your biggest 
concern? 

Тһе top guys who I feel will be in 
the hunt next year will be Kevin 
Hines, Dave Bertram, Terry Cun- 
ningham, Jeff Russell and Kurt 
Hough. 

Why? 

Kevin Hines. He'll be going fast. I 
think Kevin is looking for a change. 
He's a good rider. I think he'll have 
more determination next year than 
he did this year. Kevin is no quitter. 
Не doesn't want to go out of the 
racing scene other than being on the 
top. 

Terry Cunningham. I've known 
Terry for several years, and when I 
was with Husky he was my boss. We 
have no kind of disagreements, you 


know, there are some other people 
Terry hasn't gotten along with, but, 
I'll tell you, Terry is really changed 
in the last two years. I've always liked 
Terry, but especially in the last year. 
I respected Terry more last year than 
since I've known him. Just his 
attitude about racing, how he thinks 
about racing. He's got more of my 
respect now than he ever had. Terry’s 
changed and I think he's going to 
be there. 

Dave Bertram. He's determined; 
he'll be there. He's tough — he's the 
"Hammer." What can you say about 
him — he's just the Hammer. 

Jeff Russell. He's young and 
hungry. He's the conservative one in 
a crowd. He puts in a good conser- 
vative ride, ride after ride after ride. 
He'll be on the gas. 

Kurt Hough. He's fast but lacks 
experience with timekeeping. His 
ability to ride fast is going to keep 
him in the hunt. Out of all the riders, 
he's probably the wildest. He's kind 
of out of control, but in control, if 
you know what I mean. You just 
can't ride 12 events like that. He 
needs to slow down to go faster, but 
he'll be a top contender. 

Did you have any heroes or any rider 
who you looked up to while you were 
growing up? 

No. I didn't know anybody, because 
I didn't really start riding until five 
years ago. I had never heard of Dick 
Burleson or Terry Cunningham. My 
only heroes were some of the top 
local guys in my area. 

How did you get your nickname 
“Javelin?” 

Well, first of all, I'm probably the 
smallest rider on the circuit. I'm 
5'11" and weigh 140 pounds. One 
day I was in California for the first 
National and Joe Colombero, Suzu- 
ki's press relations guy, Halcomb 
and I went to the gym. We're work- 
ing out and Joe says, “Hey, Randy, 
you better watch out." I said, ‘Why?’ 
and he said, “Bruce Jenner works out 
here and if you don't watch it, he'll 
pick you up and throw you like a 
Javelin." Then he proceeded to run 
across the gym, whistling as though 
he's flying through the air like a 
spear and acted like he stuck into the 
wall you know — boinggg. The 
name stuck with me ever since. 
Have you made any commitments 
with any team next year? Anything 
with Suzuki? р 
Suzuki is the plan right now, but Гуе 
got a meeting with them coming up 
to finalize our efforts next year. Right 
now I planon it, but you never know. 
What would you like to see changed 
at the Nationals? 

One thing I would really like to see 
at all the National enduros is the 
National Anthem played and a 
prayer said at the start. If I ever have 
an enduro, I know that would be 
mandatory. I would like to see more 
clubs do it. 

I would also like to see them wait 
until Sunday morning and let all the 
AA riders draw numbers out of a hat 
for their starting row. Because right 
now, there is too wide of a gap 
between all the AA riders. You have 
a spread between numbers (rows) 20 
through 40 and that can bé too much 
of an-advantage or a disadvantage 
from one rider to another. Say if there 
are eight AA riders, then they should 
draw numbers between 20 and 28; if 
there are 10 AA riders, then they 
should draw numbers between ‘10 
and 30. I'm sure all AA riders would 
agree with me. 

What will you remember the most 
of the 1988 season? 

Тһе biggest thing is the people I 
worked with all year — Charles 
Halcomb, Mark Blackwell and Dave. 
They are all outstanding. It's kind 
of like the old gang at Husky. 

It's been a great year. : .

parting thoughts 


By Henny Ray Abrams 


After the 1988 racing season ended, four- 
time Camel Pro Series champ Bubba 
Shobert let it be known that he would not 
defend his American title in 1989, instead 


he would be competing in the 
World Championship 500cc 
Road Race Series. We visited 
Shobert at his Carmel Valley, 
California, home and got the 
champ's parting thoughts. 
Let's start out by talking about dirt 
track. What was the difference 
between this year and last? 
I think it was a number of things. 
I went into the season not really 
thinking so much of that season as 
I was thinking about the future. 
Instead of doing one year at a time 
I was already looking at going to 
Europe. Basically there were a lot of 
races where my concentration wasn't 
there like it had been in the past. 
Running the team was a little bit 
more pressure, a little bit more work, 
but I don't think I can use that for 
an excuse for why in any of the races 
I didn't do as good. Just probably 
not as hungry for it as I was the 
previous years. I wanted to go out, 
try to win, try to break the record. 
But my main goal was to win the 
Camel Pro championship. And I 
knew I didn't have to win races to 
win that championship. It's a bad 
feeling and it's hard to do sometimes. 
"That's basically where I was at. At 





some races I didn't want to hang my 
neck out because I knew I didn't have 
to. Then on the other hand to win 
the other championships I had to 
hang it out at certain times. Every 
time I did that I was putting the 
Camel Pro championship at risk, 
that’s the one that paid ‘all the 
money. 

Did you have a bonus coming to you 
if you won the Grand National 
Championship? 

No. The budget that Honda gave me 
to run the team on was to run the 
Camel Pro races. The additional dirt 
track races I could use their equip- 
ment. As far as getting to the races 
and that sort of thing, the budget was 
coming out of my own pocket to 
speak of. 

Did you notice that the Harleys were 
making more power than they could 
use and the Hondas weren’t? 

We made a few improvements and 
stuff. They put that weight rule on 
us. In previous years Skip had my 
dirt tracker down close to 300 
pounds. And then they came up with 
this minimum weight rule of 320. 
And we hung some weights on it. 
And I noticed through the year at 
some tracks I had a difficult time in 
the turns, the middle of the turns, 








getting the thing stopped going in 


and not hooking up. On the half : 


miles I could never get the thing to 
work like I had previously. And I 
feel a lot of it was the weights. And 
we never did testing with dispersing 
the weight in different places. We 
just hung some weights on the 
bottom which I don't think was a 
good idea. And I'm sure if we were 
doing it again we would do some- 
thing different. Е 
Did you sense that the other riders 
noticed you weren't as hungry? 

I think (Scott) Parker was definitely 
the hungriest guy out there. And they 
made some improvements on the 
bikes and he had gotten smarter after 
getting second for a couple of years. 
He'd learned what he had to do. And 
he did just that. He didn't do 
anything stupid. 


At Peoria, a place where I counted - 


on picking up a lot of points on him, 
he:was in good shape and he was 
right there. He finished third and I 
finished second. Where previously 
they'd go to Peoria and try to run 
the 750 when everybody else was 
running 600s and usually it would 
cost them. 

Do you think when you gave your 
bikes to Dan Ingram and he did so 
well that you in some way dimin- 
ished your reputation? 

I knew he was a good rider and 
capable of doing good. I've never 
played down that my bikes weren't 
better than everybody else's. Because 
I thought they were. It was a com- 
bination. Our team was better. I'd 
never thought that my Hondas were 
just like everybody else's and I was 
better. I've never said that. The 
factory's always got the best bikes. 

Look at the Harleys: Parker and 
Chris Carr. Who else has won a race 
on a Harley except( Steve) Morehead 
who won a couple of half miles and 
San Jose? But last year not one single 
privateer except Ingram at Syracuse 
won a National on a Honda. That's 
evidence right there that the 20- 
pounds hurt the Hondas more than 
the 300-pound limit put on the 
Harley-Davidson. 

What's going to happen to your dirt 
track bikes? 

We just found out Honda is loaning 
me those bikes. They want one 600 
and one 750 back and I'm getting 
all of the other stuff on loan. And 
it’s probably going to go to Skip 
(Eaken) and Dan Ingram to do a 
team. : 

Since you're pretty much done with 
dirt tracks, what do you see that's 
right with them and what's wrong 
with them?. 

Well, I just feel like the reason I'm 
not dirt tracking isn't because I'm 
crying over something that isn't 
fair. Thats not my reason for 
going to Europe. But the future for 
me is going to Europe to race. 

Ijust feel that the dirt track is really 
going downhill and it's mainly due 
to the people that are involved at the 
AMA and running the thing. 
They've got some people in there 
that the riders aren't willing to race 
with. You go to a race and it's a 
constant argument at the riders' 
meeting. Nobody works together. 
Тһеу don't really listen to the riders. 
Тһе riders don't have anything to do 
with the rules that are put into play. 
What about the advisory board? 
Don't the riders have representatives 
there? 

There are two rider representatives, 
but I think they have one vote. So 
the riders have one vote against a six 
or seven person board. Most of the 
people on the board probably never 
attend a dirt track race all year. I just 
feel the organization is really lagging 
in that part. 

There’s a movement to try to get rid 
of AMA dirt track boss J.B.Norris. 





Yeah, and I would be behind that 
100%. When J.B.Norris was involved 
with the Springfield Mile... he 
came in there... he was in charge 
of the IMDA (Illinois Motorcycle 
Dealers Association) for that type of 
event. And after they brought the 
Springfield Mile back all of a sudden 
they get 15,000 spectators after not 
having a race there for 25 years or 
however long it was. So he looks like 
a hero. Springfield's the type of place 
where people are going to show up 
to watch a race there. He got a lot 
of credit for that and I guess the AMA 
then hired him. Then again I think 
we got someone involved with it who 
really doesn't have any background 
for that job. 

Is there anything you're going to 
miss about it? 

Oh yeah, the competition is great 
and the miles are probably — Eddie 
Lawson would tell you the same 
thing — that there's just nothing like 
them. Kenny (feels) the same way. 
He came back and raced Springfield. 
It's a lovof fun. There's no other kind 
of racing like that. And I guess the 
closest thing is going to be the 500 
World Championship. 

Do you have any suggestions on 
what they can do to help dirt track 
racing? 

Well, that's just the problem. They 
don't listen. And it's going to take 
a lot of changes to bring it back. 

At first I thought I'd like to be able 
to do that. And I even talked to 
Parker and Chris Carr. And that 
would be the best thing if we could 
have one Harley representative and 
one Honda representative. And 
Scotty's made money and I've made 
some money and we were going to 
put some of our own money into a 
riders' union to get the riders sticking 
together and getting some changes 
made. But now with me going to 
Europe, unfortunately I'm not going 
to be involved in that end of it. So 
I don't see right now where there's 
going to be much change in it. 

It's disgusting and you complain. 
You complain to the head person at 
the AMA which is Ed Youngblood 
and they tell you that racing is the ' 
smallest part of their business. 

However many employees they 

have at the AMA, only six or seven 
of them work in racing. So they think 
that is all that racing means to them. 
But all of those people who hold 
AMA cards and go on those tour rides 
and stuff, those are probably the 
biggest part of the fans that come 
to the races. 2 
Is there anything they could do to 
get the races started on time? 
It's difficult. Dirt tracking is difficult 
because of the track conditions. In 
road racing you go there and the 
pavement stays the same all day. In 
dirt tracking, unfortunately you get 
there and it's too hot or too windy 
and it dries out the track and it makes 
it tough and I know that part of it. 

But there's been some events that 
have been totally uncalled for, like 
when the race started three hours late 
or didn't get over until two o'clock 
in the morning. 

Do you have any specific race that 
stands out as the best one ever? 

The last race of the year at Sacra- 
mento. It wasn't a good race as far 
as the competition. Scotty won by 
quite a ways. I ran second alone. But 
that race was run and promoted by 
far the best of any dirt track I've ever 
seen promoted. And it was promoted 
by Agajanian and those guys. They 
ran it in three hours. There were no 
Juniors, there wasn't a bunch of 
crap. It was just a clean-cut show. 
That stands out in my mind more 
this year than any of the races that 
I went to and won. That was more 
pleasing to me than a race that I won. 
It satisfied me because it satisfied the 
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people in the stands instead of 
embarrassing me. 

What about your best road race this 
year? 

For sure Laguna Seca. The National. 

Polen had beaten me the two 
previous ones. We had a good race 
at Loudon which was a lot of fun. 
Then after that we went to Road 
America and he beat me pretty 
convincingly by five or six seconds. 

And then we came to Laguna Seca 
and everything just worked perfectly. 
I think I rode better. The fact it 
wasn’t a Camel Pro race, so I didn’t 
have that in the back of my mind. 
Where if I screw up like I don’t have 
to beat Polen. If things weren’t just 
perfect at Road America I would just 
push it because I knew I didn’t have 
to beat him to win the Camel Pro 
and that was my main goal for the 
year and that was Honda’s main 
thing. 

So going to Laguna Seca just 
being in an AMA Superbike race I 
had to go for it. I had to hang it 
out because I had to beat him to have 
a chance at winning the AMA 
Superbike championship. And I 
wasn't putting my Camel champion- 
ship on the line. And I think I rode 
better and I think our tires worked 
better there. I like that track. Just a 
combination of a lot of things. It was 
just one of them weekends where you 
couldn't do anything wrong. 

There was some speculation that you 
and Polen weren't always racing 
100%. 

Тһе only race where we didn't race 
at 100% was in Atlanta. That was 
after Daytona (where) he'd finished 
second and Га finished third. And 
why at Atlanta, I don't know. I think 
he knows now that was а big mistake. 
I think he thought I was sandbag- 
ging in my heat race and in practice 
a lot of the time because I was a 
second or a second and a half behind. 
But honestly, I just couldn't get it 


‘to work. Our front tire wasn't 


working. And during the race there 
were so many caution flags, so many 
waving yellows. Once we got hooked 
together we couldn't race. He 
couldn't go 100%. He probably had 
plans to гип. around and go for it 
halfway through the race, but he 
never got that opportunity. Then on 
the last lap we were coming up the 
backstraight and his bike bogged on 
him and I passed him and he tried 
to pass me back at the top of the hill 
and it was a do-or-die thing and he 
went off the track and I won it. That's 
the only race where we cruised 
around actually for most of the race 
until the last lap. 
Can you explain why you rode so 
hard in the Camel Challenge at Sears 
Point with the Superbike title on the 
line? 
Probably because the Camel Chal- 
lenge paid more than the Superbike 
championship. Although, looking 
at it on paper, from that standpoint, 
all the press, it might have been 
stupid for me to hang out my neck. 
But we'd been racing all year long 
and it was a thing where I didn't 
want people to think I lucked into 
that championship. So I wanted to 
race with him and show him that 
I could race with him. So the 
Challenge race was (һе perfect 
opportunity to really race. 

And then, of course, in the race 
I didn't have to and I didn't. 
Is that hard to do, not race? 
Yeah, because I'm not used to it at 
all. There's never been a dirt 
track . . . even though I've won a few 
miles by half a straightaway I still 
felt like I was racing and I've never 
been involved with racing where I 
was able to do that. 
Some riders say it's harder to do that 
because you're not concentrating as 


hard. 





Yeah, because you make lots of 
mistakes. It would have been really 
hard to do if the competition in the 
Superbike Series was a little closer. 
But when you're able to cruise 
around and still have 30 seconds on 
the next guy, something's wrong. It's 
just not competitive enough. I'm 
sure over in Europe, say for Lawson 
in the last race to have to get fifth, 
that would be tough to do because 
getting fifth over there isn't just 
cruising around. 

As far as learning to go faster, I'm 
not sure that actually happens. You 
just get more confident with your feel 
for the pavement. 

Have you gotten to the point in road 
racing that you're at in dirt track? 
No, and I just don't think that road 
racing in America I'd ever be pushed 
to that limit. That's why I'm looking 
forward to going racing in Europe. 


I wish I could say that I had that ` 


feeling because it would be a lot 
better going to Europe with that 
feeling of knowing all this and 
having all the confidence I have in 
racing dirt tracks. 

You also didn't have anyone to help 
you with your road racing. 


No, not over here this year. There 


were times when Kenny was home 
and might get to the races or I'd call 
him and tell him what I was feeling 
and what kind of problems 1 was 
having and get some help from him 
that way. 











GP racing, even though it's so far 
away, than they are involved with 
the racing in America. And with 
them not being able to race a current 
model bike that they're selling, 
building, it's not worth it for them 
to try to form a market on my racing 
in the U.S. 

There is some belief that Honda is 
trying to play down the performance 
image in the U.S. There's only one 
performance model in the lineup, the 
CBR600, and it's said they're a little 
worried about legislation to outlaw 
these bikes and that may have 
weighed on their decision. 

I think that was the big factor in 
deciding not to bring the RC30 in 
to America. And I'm sure if they 
would have brought the RC30 in this 
year they would have me racing here. 
Because months ago I signed a 
contract to race the Camel Pro Series, 
the dirt track and road races just a$ 
I had the previous year. Then when 
Camel announced that it was prob- 
ably only going to be dirt track they 
(Honda) didn't have any interest at 
all. Then when the AMA talked 
about having maybe five races and 
they weren't going to be Camel it'd 
be like racing in the WERA series. 

I think they believe that the people 
who go to the GP races are more 
sophisticated and they're the ones 
buying new bikes. 

Amazingly enough, with no Amer- 
ican racing being shown on TV.

As far as ever having a teacher at 
the track I basically just based my 
times on what Rainey had done the 
year before on the superbike, because 
the bike was the same. Basically just 
go by his and Schwantz's times to 
see how I was doing in that regard. 
At just about every track, I think 
riding the way I rode this year I 
could've raced with Schwantz and 
Rainey the year before. Maybe they 
would have gotten faster, that 
would've pushed me to go faster. 

That’s why I grade myself on 
going to Europe. I think if I'm really 
ready to go, but I don't think I can 
get any readier by racing here. To 
get ready I'm just going to have to 
go over there and do it. 

Why doesn't Honda want to race in 
America next year? Is it because you 
don't want to race here any more? 
I think if they had something to form 
a market around the racing in the 
U.S. they would definitely be racing 
whether I wanted to do it or not. 
"There's other riders that they would 
invest in, I'm sure. The thing is with 
me they've invested а lot of money 
since '84. My name's pretty well 
known with Honda here in America 
and they feel that the people in the 
U.S. are getting more involved with 





You're going to see more racing 
being shown from Europe than you 
see from here. That tells you right 
there that something's wrong if the 
AMA can't sell their shows to ESPN 
when everyone else is. ^ 

What did you do to your contract? 
Гуе still got my contract. We've re- 
negotiated. 

In some ways, if I wanted I could 
make Honda live up to the contract 
that we had. I was agreeable to go 
race in Europe. 

The contract that I currently 
signed that has me racing the Camel 
Pro series is a three-year, one-year 
with a two-year option. The option 
let me go race in Europe as long as 
the team I went to race with had 
Honda equipment. 

The new contract I'm looking to 
negotiate is one-year. That's it. No 
strings attached. 

American Honda sticking with me 
in Europe with another sponsor is 
probably going to work out all right. 
But I know now that a few months 
ago when I was negotiating this 
contract to race in the U.S., if I would 
have made my mind up then that 
I wanted to go race in Europe and 
told American Honda that I wasn't 
interested and wanted to go to 





Etre. I probably кыбы have | 
gotten а ride with HRC and raced 
with that team. As I finally found 
out, the Gallina team even Elf, when 
they talked to HRC and said they 
were thinking about me, HRC said, 
*No, leave him alone, Honda needs 
him in America.’ 

So you were sort of a prisoner of 
American Honda. 

Right, until I told them I was going 
to Europe regardless. But I didn't 
have the balls to do that and the 
reason I didn't have the balls to do 
that was because I didn't have a 
concrete offer, it was just talk. (Bob) 
MacLean and them said you have to 
deal with Rothmans but you've got 
to tell American Honda that you're 
not racing in America. 

And I said, wait a minute, Amer- 
ican Honda's putting a lot of money | 
on the table. Just telling me that is 
not enough to make me not sign this | 
contract to race here. : 

A few months ago it was just too 
early for any of the teams to do 
anything. The main thing was due | 
to the fact that Schwantz was a big 
deal to who he was going to go for. 
So everybody was waiting there. 
Marlboro had Lawson, they thought. 
And their second rider, they looked 
to paying a second rider a fourth of 
what I could make here in America, 
it’s that type of a team set-up. 
Kenny's guys were both tied up for - 
two years. 

But Roberts was trying to form a 
second team at опе time and I heard | 
it was with the idea of having you | 
and John Kocinski on 500s. 

I never... I don't think it got very 
far. It might have been a thought... 
It might still be a thought, but it 
hasn't happened yet. 

The closest you came was with 
Roberto Gallina's HB team and you | 
would run '88 bikes, your choice of 
Gardner's or Chili's. 

What started that deal off was the 
contract I signed with Honda to do ` 
the Camel Pro Series also had in 
there to ride a few GPs. And I 
thought it would be perfect for | 
American Honda instead of them 
getting a 500 to do a couple of races. | 
If I could do a couple of races with | 
Gallina's team it would satisfy me | 
and American Honda, would save а i 
lot of money and a lot of time. That's | 
how that deal basically got started. 

And after my not racing in Amer- | 
ica at all changed and American | 
Honda being my sponsor in Europe | 
they were looking for someone to 
contract me and whatever they could 
get to a team.

As it turned out they were | 
going to swap their bikes for

Schreiber Cup, 
El Trial de Espana 
wins to Manniko

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, DEC. 3-4 
Nationally ranked number three Mark 


Manniko proved that his victories in last 


year's Schreiber Cup and El Trial de Espana 


weren't just luck, as the Section One/Fantic- 
sponsored rider again took the Colorado rider narrowly top- 
overall win in both events. The ped Tom Hamann after tying

the Beta rider with 22 points each. 
The tie was broken by counting the 
number of total section cleans, which 


. gave Manniko the win with 21 to 


Hamann's 19. Cesar Ramos rounded 
out the top three in Saturday's 
Schreiber Cup. 

In Sunday's competition Manniko 
completed 25 sections with only 11 
points, easily beating Kip Webb's 22 
and Tom Hamann's 24. 

Тһе weather for the event was near 
perfect with temperatures drifting 
from high 60s to the mid-70s, as 146 
riders and 500 spectators witnessed 
the weekend's event. The sections 
were all at the base of large sandstone 
rock formations with several sections 
incorporating the rock face. 

Тһе Schreiber Cup, held in honor 


. of three-time National Champion 


and 1979 World Champion Bernie 
Schreiber, only gathered 30 riders in 
both the Championship and Sup- 
port classes. 

“The low turnout is because it's 
supposed to be hard," said Manniko. 
"Everyone wants.to:save. their bike 
for tommorrow (El -Trial de 
Езрапа).” N. 

Manniko'started his weekend off 
right by cleaning the first section 
which gave him the initial lead in 
the Schreiber Cup..By theend of the 
first 10 section loop, Manriko had 
cleaned eight sections and finished 
with only two--points. Webb’ and 
Ramos were tied for second with nine 
points. 

The second loop saw Hamann put 
in a Strong ride, collecting seven 
points, which moved him from 
fourth to second in the point stand- 
ings. Manniko still held the lead but 
was nowhere near as spectacular and 
gained 13 points. Ramos advanced 
to third with a grand total of 20 
points. 

The final loop saw Hamann again 
earn the least points by collecting a 
total of four, putting him in a tie 
with Manniko at 22. However, 
Manniko took the overall win by 
cleaning 21 sections to Hamann's 19. 
Ramos, Chile's number one rider, 
finished third with 26/16 over 
Webb's 31/22 and Dave Pyle's 64/ 
12. 

"Everything started off real good," 
said Manniko. “Му first lap was real 
good — a two point lap. I haven't 
been practicing as much as I'd like 
to, so I felt real good about that. After 
that I just went downhill a little bit. 
I was tired because I haven't ridden 











enough and I'm a little bit out of 
shape. As far as the sections, I 
thought they were good, but I think 
they should of been a little bit 
harder." 

Pyle started El Trial de Espana off 
right by cleaning the first two 
sections, putting him out front. 
Webb was in second with two points 
ahead of Manniko and Hamann, 
who were tied with three. 

The rest of the 10 section loop saw 
Pyle maintain the lead taking only 
three dabs and eight cleans, while 
Manniko would go into the second 


. loop in the runner-up position with 


4/8. Ramos claimed five points in 
the first section, but rebounded with 
an amazing nine cleans to hold third. 
Hamann and Webb tied for fourth 
with eight points. 

Loop two started the Honda/Bell 
Helmets/Cycle News/Gerard Roof 
Tiles-sponsored exhibition section, 
which was designed for expert level 
riders only, and was the most dif- 
ficult during the weekend. 

Тһе Section One-sponsored Мап- 
niko amazingly cleaned all but one 
section, where he lost only one point 
after a dab. Webb caught up to 
Ramos and tied for second with 16 
points, just one point ahead of 
Hamann. Pyle lost an irreplaceable 
16 points with an even split of threes 
and fives to hang onto the final top 
five position. 

Manniko continued his domi- 
nance in the third loop by gaining 
six points for a score of 11/15. 
Hamann moved up one point to tie 
Webb for second after gaining only 
two points on loop three. Ramos was 
fourth at 24 points with Pyle close 
behind with 26. 

Тһе final loop in the exhibition 
section told the story. Manniko 
cleaned all five sections after surviv- 
ing a near disasterous move in 
section three. The Fantic rider nearly 
lost control while trying to balance 
atop two large sandstone rocks, but 
amazingly recovered without plac- 
ing a dab. 

Webb collected only three points 
on loop four for second with a total 
score of 22/13 topping Hamann's 
42/13. Pyle managed to pull off 
fourth with 32/13 after leading the 
field onto the exhibition section. 
Ramos slipped two positions from 
his placing in the Shreiber Cup to 
take fifth with a grand total of 36/ 
13. 

“Everything went real good,” said 
Manniko."In the morning it was 
hard for me to concentrate — it (the 
course) was easy. The easier the 
sections are, the harder you have to 
concentrate and the easier it is to 
make mistakes. The sections are also 
less exciting, so it's harder to get 
psyched. In the afternoon it's really 
nice because of the spectators and 
everything is more professional — 
everyone 15 there and it's easier to 
get motivated. Today the trial is 
really decided in the afternoon. Тһе 
sections there are difficult enough 
that I knew I could make up points 
on everybody because I'm much 
better on the harder sections." 

Pyle's lead coming into the exhi- 
bition section was incredible consid; 
ering that he hadn't ridden in six 
months. 

"Everything went good compared 
to what I had expected," said Pyle. 
"I haven't ridden in six months — 
a trials bike, anyway. The most 
amount of practice I had was pre- 
running the course in Baja for the 
1000.” 

Pyle holds a different view of the 
course compared to Manniko. 

“The course was probably harder 
than last year's," said Pyle. “Тһе way 
it was laid out it was more a five 
or clean type of event, so the scores 
may not show if it was easier or not

— it's hard to explain. For a rider 
like Mark Manniko, it's easier 
because he rides the edge and goes 
for cleans. I'm more conservative and 
tend to get more dabs. The morning 
is easy like it always is and that's 
the reason I love the morning. The 
afternoon showed that I wasn't in 
shape and that I fatigued really 
quickly. 

Yamaha-mounted David Webster 
clearly dominated Saturday's Sup- 
port class. 

In the first 10 section loop Webster 
dropped only six points and col- 
lected the same amount of cleans. 
Kevin Manniko, Mark Manniko's 
younger brother, was second leading 
into section number two with 8/7 
over Rick Daffern's 27/1. 

Section two saw Webster stretch 
out his lead after cleaning seven 
sections and dabbing once in each 
of the three other sections. Manniko 
dropped way off the pace and col- 
lected 15.more points with only three 
cleans. Daffern hung onto third with 
a total of 48 points. 

The final section proved that 
Webster was clearly number one as 
he dabbed only twice with eight 
perfect rides. Webster's final ride 
gave him the win with a 11/21 tally 
over Manniko's 29/16 and Daffern's 
69/6. Clyde Butler (70/10) and Gary 
Lawver (74/1) rounded out the top 
five. e

ust when vagueness and 
double-talk are becoming 
fashionable, it's refreshing to 
encounter the straightforwardness 

of Dale Quarterley. The Rock- 
land, Massachusetts, native con- 
tinues in the New England road 
racing tradition of Mike Baldwin, 
Rich Schlachter and John Betten- 
court. He is alert, witty and ex- 
tremely confident. Whether a motor- 
cycle, go-kart, stock car, or bulldozer, 
Quarterley knows he can master it, 
and master it proficiently. He is also 
well aware of racing's limitations 
and knows that without money and 
motor you can't win races. In 1988, 
Quarterley successfully blended his 
own racing abilities, a strong group 
of prominent sponsors, and Eraldo 
Ferracci's engine building talent to 
produce his best-ever racing season. 
Quarterley aggressively contested 
three AMA classes with impressive 
results. He won the AMA/Circle Bell 
Pro Twins GP Series aboard a 
Ferracci-prepared Ducati 851 with 
first-place finishes at Loudon, Elk- 
hart Lake, Laguna Seca and Sears 
Point. The ride was fully supported 
by Ferracci and sponsored by Cag- 
iva/Ducati, Michelin, Tsubaki, Bel- 
Ray and VP Racing Fuels. Under 
Ferracci’s watchful eye the Ducati 
851 was extremely consistent, finish- 
ing in all the Pro Twins GP rounds. 
“When we got it here (from Italy) 

it was fast enough to run up front," 
admits Quarterley. “It was the same 
bike Stephano Carrachi rode at 
Daytona, so it already had some 
factory tricks done to it. All Ferracci 








tried to do was refine it. He took 
about 30 pounds off it and modified 
the porting and valves. We didn't 
change any of the computer chips, 
alter the fuel injection, advance the 
timing or change the exhaust system. 
We just refined it." 

How much of that "refinement" 
came directly from Italy? “We really 
didn't need that much,” he responds. 
""They'll talk all day with technical 
advice. Performance parts we 
couldn't get, but nobody got them. 
We pretty much stayed the same all 
year with top speed.” 

Quarterley was extremely pleased 
with the 85175 personality. “It really 
handles well, it does whatever you 
want it to do, and it doesn't break," 
he says. "If I want to do big swooping 
turns to hold people off — it will 
do it. Motor-wise, it runs down low 
and it runs up high. It doesn’t run 
much past 10 grand (10,000 rpm) so 
you’re not screaming the hell out of 
it. It will also run down at 5500 
(rpm) perfectly. So, if I get stuck 
in traffic, I don’t have to shift 
it. I just get on the gas and it 
vveeerrrr's right out of the turn. 

"It doesn't have any demons 
behind it either," he continues. 
"Many bikes handle well but when 
you get them into certain situations, 
you can't get them out — like (Doug) 
Brauneck's Moto Guzzi. My Ducati 
doesn't do that. Not only does it 
handle well, but you can get it ‘in 
and out of anything." 


Dale Quarterley clinched the Pro Twins Grand Prix number one plate on a Ducati. 


Quarterley, who finished with a 


51-роіпі advantage over second- 
place John Long, made the Pro 
'Twins GP Championship look like 
a leisurely Sunday ride. How com- 
petitive does he feel this class really 
1s? “А few years ago there were only 
two or three guys running up front. 
Adamo had the field beat because he 
had- the motor. Gene Church also 
had mega-motor there for a while. 
But these past few years it's become 
a real animal fight because four or 
five bikes could win it.. Now I feel 
it takes both rider ability and the 
machine to win a (Twins) 
championship." 

From riding a variety of equip- 
ment, Quarterley has developed a 
smooth riding style which he adjusts 
accordingly to suit a particular track 
or handling problem. Some imply 
that he uses these abilities to control 
the Twins competition by keeping 
a tight line instead of using full 
throttle. 

“Thats just part of my riding 
style," he said. “Why ride at 100 
percent when you could ride at 95 
percent? It saves on machinery and 
helps keep the motor together. 
Earlier in my career I would do 
whatever it took to get the lead and 
then just kept on going because I 
didn't have the equipment. Now 
when I get the lead, I'd rather slow 
them down." 

Along with Brauneck, Quarterley 
also ran the AMA/CCS EBC Brakes 
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Endurance Challenge Series. Тһеіг” 
Team Lockhart Suzuki GSXR750-J 
was sponsored by Lockhart, Kal- 
Gard, AGV, Michelin, Suzuki, Per- 
formance Machine, RK Chain, NGK 
Spark Plugs, Cam-2 and PBI 
Sprockets. The '88 Suzuki which 
Quarterley refers to as the "Seven- 
Eleven" is a standard 750-J model 
complete with stock 750cc engine 
cases, transmission and clutch 
basket It is also equipped with 
crankshaft, pistons, rods, cylinder 
head and cam chain from the 1100cc 
motor which is a legitimate modi- 
fication under the AMA rules. 
(Endurance class rules also permit 
full 1100cc-based motorcycles). The 
AMA rules do state, however, that 
engine cases must remain stock with 
the original chassis. This is the rule 
which was called into question 
following Team Lockhart's victory 
at Sears Point. 

Тһе Quarterley/Brauneck endu- 
rance win at Sears extended their 
point lead over second-place Dutch- 
man Racing 121 to 107, with Carry 
Andrew's Hyper-Cycle in third with 
96 points. Andrew protested Lock- 
hart's victory, claiming that they 
were running engine cases from an 
1100cc motor, a violation of the rules. 
At first examination the AMA dis- 
missed the protest when it appeared 
that the engine cases were interchan- 
geable. The protest was later upheld 
when Andrew proved that the two 
cases held separate part numbers. 

Quarterley describes the events 
surrounding the protest as follows: 
“At Atlanta we broke the transmis- 
sion and ordered a new set of cases 
from Suzuki. They sent us the cases, 
we put them in and went racing. The 
(1100) cases are exactly the same (as 
750 cases) except for where the serial 
number is stamped... that’s the 
only difference, period. They pro- 
tested. us on a visual inspection. 
There are eight or nine part numbers 
that Suzuki considers the same case. 
One they bead blast, another has a 
rounded corner instead of a square 
edge, and each gets a new part 
number. Andrew claims that if the 
public orders a specific part number, 
Suzuki will not supercede that part 
for the public. When we order a part, 
we're pretty much ordering it from 
the factory. If they don't have that 
specific part number they'll super- 
cede it for us because we're a support 
factory team. Suzuki knows that 
we're racing and need (parts) in a 
hurry. Nobody's right and nobody's 
wrong — that's the problem with 
this case (no pun intended?)."' 

How does Quarterley feel about 
the Hyper-Cycle protest? “1 don't 
really care," he answers.“ I think he 
(Andrew) had a legitimate com- 
plaint. We got protested, we were 
found quilty, we're guilty. We 
proved our case and they thought his 
case was better. I'm not really 
mad ... I think it did him good 
because he ended up with the 
championship.” ) 

The AMA/CCS Endurance Chal- 
lenge Series was decided in the final 
round at Daytona. To clinch the title 
for their second consecutive year, 
Quarterley and Brauneck needed to 
finish first with Dutchman third or 
worse. Hyper-Cycle's Carry Andrew 
and James Domay inherited the 
championship when both Dutch- 
man and Lockhart failed to finish. 

"Someone blew a motor and I was 
the first one through," recalls Quar- 
terley. “І remember flying through 
the fast left-hand infield 
kink...and felt the front wheel 
start to push. I started to let go of 
the handlebars thinking it was up 
on the fairing. I tried picking it up 
but it wouldn't move. I remember 
looking down at the tar and seeing

it whiz by and thinking to myself 

— man this is fast. At that point I 

just let go . . . I was going about 120 

(mph) when I laid it down on the 

tar. I’m glad I had my back protector 
п,” he coricluded with a smile. 

The hat-trick to Quarterley's '88 
season was his respectable seventh- 
place overall finish in the AMA/ 
Camel Pro Superbike Series. Quar- 
terley's experience in. America’s 
premier road racing class is indic- 
ative of the disparity that exists 
between the equipment. His pair of 
fourth-place finishes late in the 
season at Mid-Ohio and Sears Point 
proved that he had the talent to be 
competitive. However, without the 
necessary capital to purchase exotic 
engine and suspension components, 
a top three finish was highly 
unlikely. 

Тһе Suzuki GSXR750 Superbike 
campaigned by Quarterley at Day- 
tona was completely built and sup- 
ported by Lockhart with all the 
necessary spares and mechanics. 
Following his seventh-place Day- 
tona finish, Quarterley was allowed 
to use the bike as long as he provided 
for its maintenance and transporta- 
tion. With sponsorship from Lack- 
hart, Suzuki, Michelin, Fast By 
Ferracci, RK Chain, Cam-2, Perfor- 
mance Machine, AGV and PBI 
Sprockets, Quarterley set out to catch 
Bubba Shobert, Doug Polen and 
Doug Chandler. Although he hired 
Stu Thorne to assist with the 
wrenches, Quarterley could not catch 
the top three. When his motor failed 
at Elkhart Lake and Laguna Seca, 
he decided to take action. He brought 
the Suzuki 750 powerplant to Twins 
backer Ferracci and said, “Неге, 
build this motor. I don't care what 
it costs and I don't care what you 
need to order." It was Ferracci's 
motor that allowed Quarterley to 
finish fourth at both Mid-Ohio and 
Sears. “1 also ran the Camel Chal- 
lenge at Sears and led four out of 
five laps," he recalls. *But I just 
didn't have enough motor to hold 
them off for the last lap." 

Although Quarterley's Superbike 
is well sponsored from a product 
standpoint, it's no comparison with 
either Polen's or Scott Gray's Suzuki. 
“They don't even have the same bike 
as I do," he admits. “They have front 
ends that are $10,000 per set. They 
have progressive dampening and 
progressive rebounding which 
allows them to set it up nice and 
plush for the little bumps and still 
have the spring support to keep from 
bottoming out in the deep turns. 
Motor-wise they have $10,000 
magnesium-bodied, flat-slide Kei- 
hin carburetors, where I have a $300 
set of Mikunis. They also have a 
longer stroke motor... which 
makes more low end power. So 
between the longer stroke motor, the 
trick $1500 titanium exhaust, the 
$10,000 forks and carbs, I'm off a 
second a lap. My motorcycle costs 
$15,000 to build. You can't even buy 
their forks and carbs for what it costs 
to build my (entire) bike.” 

With two Superbike fourth-place 
finishes, Quarterley is knocking on 
rostrum's door. He is aware that it 
takes more than equipment to take 
off that last half-second to become 
a world class rider. He also knows 
what it takes to get a top three 
Superbike finish. “АП I need to beat 
Chandler for third, is to get my bike 
to run under 10,000 (rpm). Ferracci 
has only had two tries at it. When 
I come out of a turn it will run at 
eight, but it doesn't go anywhere 
until it gets to 10,000. And from 10 
to 12-five it's a retro-rocket. Polen's

bike probably runs from 7500 and 
it cu rum has power at 8000. It has 
linear power from eight to 12-five. 
It just has power, more power, more 
power, more power. Bubba's bike is 
the same way, and so is Chandler's, 
because they still have CV (constant 
velocity) style carburetors. They can 
get on the gas much sooner because 
they're getting on the gas with 60 
or 70 horsepower. My bike is not like 
that. I. get on the gas at 8000 and 
have no power. When it gets to 
10,000, I have about 105 horse. So 
when my bike comes on, I may be 
halfway through the turn with 105 
horse which is too much power for 
the amount of traction I have. So I 
have to wait until my traction level 
meets my 105 horse before I can really 
get on the gas. Where they get me 
is that they have power at 8000. And 
8000, even on Polen's bike, is only 
80 horse. Well 80 horse versus 
traction is 20 or 30 feet before me. 
They've got the momentum going 
and when they get to their real 
power, they're ready to meet 100 


level of competition between the 
Superbike and Twins classes? “Тһе 
Superbike riders are all pretty good 
because they're full-out racers. 
They'll out-run you for whatever 
you're worth. If you stuff them, 
they'll stuff you. If you pass them 
on the outside they'll do the same. 
If you're clean with them, they're 
clean with you. They're always 
going as fast as they can. It's not like 
the Twins class. where I could get 
à lead and slow someone down. 
Superbike racing is full-out racing." 

Like every Superbike racer, Quar- 
terley has very definite opinions on 
how the class could be structured to 
provide tighter competition. His 
overall approach is to keep equip- 
ment affordable. The formula is as 
follows: “Whatever the bike comes 
with for forks, you should have to 
run. You should be able to buy 
springs and damping kits and that's 


it. zie, ais should remain the 


same but bracing should be allowed. 
You shouldn't be able to change 
triple clamps because it involves 


in '83 by winning four class cham- 
pionships with a total of 33 first- 
place finishes. In '84, his first full 
professional season, Quarterley fin- 
ished seventh in the Superbike race 
at Daytona. He went on to finish fifth 
at Riverside, third at Sears and fourth 
at Elkhart Lake after winning the 
pole position there. The Superbike 
heat race at Loudon provided Quar- 
terley with his finest moment in 
racing. 

“1 won the heat race by doing this 
out-driving Freddie Merkel move in 
turn 10,"he says with enthusiasm. 
“Ме came down into the turn side 
by side with me on the inside. I drove 
him into the turn a little late, 
slammed on the brakes, got behind 
him and drifted up to the wall, 
knowing that he -wasn’t going to 
make it at the speed we were going. 
Just as һе drifted out I dove under 
him and crossed the finish line." 

Quarterley went on to lead 32 laps 
of the Loudon final in '84 until a 
cam broke. “That was the end of my 
career," he confesses. “For whatever 








= at 100 percent traction and 
keep going. 

“Well I don't have that," he 
continues. “I lost that 20 feet out of 
every turn, and every turn is two- 
tenths of a second. Sears (for exam- 
ple) has 11 turns and I'm losing a 
second and a half per lap. You can 
watch it on the race track. I can stay 
with them down the straight and 
through the turn, but as soon as we 
have to turn on the throttle — if I 
try to stay with them — sure as hell, 
my rear-end is coming out. It’s 
almost past me. And there's nothing 
I can do about it. I can't change my 
riding style and I can't get on the 
gas any sooner because my throttle 
15 over-running my traction." 

It's obvious that Dale Quarterley 
enjoys racing Superbikes and hopes 
to continue, provided he can obtain 
competitive equipment. ‘‘We’re 
trying to get Ducati to give us a bike 
for the Superbike class,” he says. “Му 
Ducati was only off the pace about 
a second at every track. А second is 
probably an additional six or seven 
horsepower which I think we can get 
out of it...If I was on equal 
machinery I could deal with them 
(the top three Superbike riders). 

How does Quarterley compare the 


geometry which the new guys don't 
understand. You should be able to 
change brakes and wheels because 
production cast wheels are so hard 
that they could blow apart and cause 
a serious crash." 

Concerning Superbike motors, 
Quarterley also has some sugges- 
tions. “You shouldn't be allowed to 
play with cranks, change the stroke 
or change the transmission. Yoshim- 
ura and Bubba (Shobert) both have 
the ability to change gear ratios to 
match a particular track. I can't do 
that. Superbikes should be more on 
the Supersport level, but you should 
be able to change cams, pistons, and 
rods — just for safety, no titanium. 
Carburetors should be approved. If 
companies want to build special 
carbs, they should build them to 
certain specifications. You have to 
give the privateers a chance and not 
let a few bikes dominate the class." 
(The AMA will require homologa- 
tion of carburetors and camshafts for 
the 1989 season.) 

Quarterley's six years of motorcy- 
cle road racing have produced its 
share of ups and downs. This season 
was actually a comeback year for the 
27-year-old who stands six-feet, two- 
inches tall. He burst onto the scene 


reason, зыл then оп STU was 


a problem." His biggest problem 
came at Laguna Seca where many 
will recall the old turn seven crash 
which the television cameras so 
vividly captured. 

‘I was riding it at 105 percent 
trying to catch the leaders," he 
recalls. “1 was having some problems 
in turn seven so I decided to try their 
(the leaders’) line and found it to be 


: worse. I lost the rear at first and just 


as I got it back, the front-end started 
tank slapping. I just couldn't save 
it. My hand was trapped under the 
bar which broke my little finger and 
wrapped it around the side of my 
hand." 

Quarterley takes а color photo 
from a box of memorabilia which 
graphically shows his severely dam- 
aged finger. The first and last quarter 
inch of that finger is connected by 
what appears to be a squashed grape. 
Despite the resulting amputation; 
the resilient Quarterley raced in the 
Formula One event the next day. 

"I was running 10th,” he recalls, 
"but pulled in when I began to get 
light-headed. Once I broke.at Lou- 
don, the rest of the year was terrible." 

Despite the “Бай year," he man- 


aged to finish seventh overall in the 





AMA. Superbike point standings іп 
'84. 

The next two years were “scramble 
years” for the New Englander. “As 
fast as I would fix something — 
something else would break. After 
that I said: 'Screw it, I give up, I quit.' 
If I couldn't run up front, why do 
it? I came home to work and saved 
enough money to buy a race car but 
ended up renting a ride." He par- 
ticipated іп five Coor Tour stock car 
events which resulted in three top 20 
finishes. 

Quarterley found it difficult to 
give up motorcycle racing all 
together. . When Team Lockhart 
member John Ashmead injured his 
thumb halfway through the '86 
season, Quarterley was called to take 
his place. Impressed with a first- 
place finish, Lockhart asked him to 
remain for the '87 season. Quarterley 
also entered the Pro- Twins class on 
his Eagle- Racing Bimota at half 
season and finished fifth overall. In 
"87 he won the MotoWorld Endu- 
rance Series Championship for 
Team Lockhart and managed a Pro 
Twins first-place finish at Sears 
Point. 

"Since I did so well that season, 
Wendell Phillips from Lockhart 
asked me to race for him again in 
'88," says Quarterley. “Ғеттассі also 
wanted me to run his (Twins) bike 
(for '88) since I had beaten his own 
bike (in '87) with 10 less horsepower. 
Ferracci knew I was down on power 
because he had built my motor." 

Quarterley's future plans are 
uncertain at this time. He has 
purchased а  fully-chassied, 
fiberglass-bodied, 350 cubic-inch 
Camaro and is fully prepared to go 
stock car racing. Dale Quarterley is 
not waiting around for something to 
happen. He has his future clearly in 
sight. “The problem I'm having now 
is similar to my go-kart days," he 
explains. “When I got to the top of 
go-karts I moved to bikes. Now that 
Im at the top of bikes, I've got 
nowhere to go.” 

His outlook is candidly realistic. 
“The most I could do next year is 
to win the Twins Championship 
again," he admits. “If Ferracci sorts 
out the motor a bit, I could win a 
few Superbike races next year. That’s 

.as much as I can do. To move оп 
“ра have to go 500cc GP racing. Well, 
I can't do that — I'm too big, too 
old and too heavy. So it's time to 


start something else. I've always ` 


wanted to do cars, so if I don't get 
a decent (bike) ride for '89, I'll go 
car racing. If there's not some new 
plateau to reach, there's no sense 
doing it." 

Quarterley makes it clear that he's 
not interested in getting out of 
motorcycle racing just yet. But he 
doesn't want to become stagnant 
either. “If I’m not going to better my 
career, I don't want to play," he says. 
“1 just want to go racing. I'm grateful 
to Peterson Machine and the boys, 
Warren E. Collins, Brockton Cycle 
Center and to my dad for making 
it all possible. I eat, live and breathe 
racing — period. I have no other 
interests. I raced all season and now 
that it's over I'm going car racing, 
four-wheeling, dirt riding or wha- 
tever I can do." 

Dale Quarterley's character is 
revealed with three distinctive trade- 
marks. The flame-garnished helmet 
reveals his devil-may-care persist- 
ance, the “1/4-1еу” name stitched to 
his leathers reveals his witty person- 
ality, and his “If it ain't got a motor, 
I don't do it" motto reveals his true 
passion. Dale Quarterley is a hell- 
bent motor racer determined to be 
a winner. He's happiest when at the 
race track and judging from his 
talent and determination, he should 
be happy for a long time. e 
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Will there always be an England..

he names of the departed 
are legion — Ariel, BSA, 
Cotton, Douglas, Enfield, 
Francis-Barnett, Greeves, 
Hesketh — yes, Hesketh, 
the latest in a long, and honorable, 
lineage of post-World War II motor- 
cycles that were and are no more. 

Vincent Black Shadow, Velocette 
Venom Clubman, BSA Road Rocket, 
Ariel Square Four — marque and 
model. Names many of us have 
heard, machines few enough of us 
have seen, let alone ridden. Royal 
Enfield Interceptor. Norton Inter- 
state. Triumph Hurricane. 

This article could spend its pages 
wandering through the annals of 
history, attempting to wax reason- 
ably eloquent about those wonderful 
motorcycles of yore. 

Except they weren't so wonderful 
— by today's standards, at least. The 
brakes were inadequate, the tires had 
minimal grip on the pavement, the 
electrics were atrocious, and the 
engines stopped running whenever 
they damned well felt like it. To take 
any sort of trip meant carrying along 
40 pounds of tools and spare parts. 
But for all their faults, which they 
shared with other motorcycles of the 
era, the British machines dominated 
the American motorcycle scene in the 
50s. The only popular alternatives 
were Harley-Davidson and the occa- 
sional BMW. 

In the post-World War II years the 
British industry settled into two basic 
engine designs. First was the big 
single, that great thumping beast, 
which could be tuned to every 
calling, from the workhorse 
overhead-valve Ariel Red Hunter to 
the race-worthy overhead-cammed 
Norton International. The vertical 
twin was an even more popular 
engine configuration of the 50s. 
Light weight and low cost were the 
keys to this twin's popularity, and 
most of the major British companies 
produced their own versions of this 
engine. The pricey Vincents and 


four-cylinder Ariels passed on to 
their places in motorcycling history. 

In 1960 everything looked rosy for 
the British; less than a dozen years 
later there was barely a sign of the 
once-proud industry. The story is 
well known, but bears repeating one 
more time. After all, there are lessons 
to be learned. 

Тһе British never up-graded their 
motorcycle technology from the 
halcyon days of the 30s. The Jap- 


` anese started from scratch, built new 


machines, with new concepts, new 

engineering, and proceeded to bury 

the British. Why have a rattley OHV 

twin that shook you off the saddle 

at high rmp, when you could buy 

an OHC four with a disc brake and 

an electric starter? Nostalgia be 

damned; the consumer wanted con- 
venience and power and comfort. 

Here's a one-paragraph tour of the 

tribulations of the Brit-bike world 

over the last quarter of a century. In 

1966 a company called Manganese 

Bronze, owned by a fellow named 

Dennis Poore, bought Villiers Engi- 

neering Company Ltd., whose 

engines once powered most of the 

British two-stroke world. He then 

acquired Associated Motorcycles 

Ltd. (AMC), an umbrella company 

for Norton, Matchless, AJS, and 

several defunct marques, including 

the Villiers-powered James 

and Francis-Barnett. Nor- 

ton Villiers became the 

operating name of the new 

outfit; Matchless and AJS 

tank badges soon disap- 

peared. In 1973 the British 

government convinced 

Poore to absorb the 

foundering BSA/Tri- 

umph group, which 

also. included the 

recently retired Ariel 

name. Norton Villiers 

Triumph (NVT) was 

born. Poore was 

already producing 

the Norton Com- 

mando twin, and 

decided, in light of 

his newly acquired 

responsibilities, to 

continue with the 

Triumph triple as 

well — to the dis- 

may of the work- 

ers at the factory 

that made Tri- 

umph twins. A 

strike ensued, 

at a time when the 

industry could least 

afford it, and the whole 

shebang collapsed like a house of 


cards. In 1976 NVT put out its last 
Commando, and in 1977 sold off the 
Triumph name and business. By the 
early 80s, all there was to show for 
a once-great industry was a trickle 
of 750cc Triumph Bonnevilles, and 
we haven't even seen any of those 
in the United States for the past five 
years. 

That’s all history. Now let us deal 
with the present and future. 

After a tour through industrial 
England one comes away with the 
opinion that the world of 
British-made bikes is quite 
alive, and doing quite well, 
though on rather a small 
scale. The indigenous Brit- 
ish motorcycle industry 
will not, in the forseeable 
future, become a threat to 
the Japanese. However, it 
definitely does exist, with 
forward thinkers on the 
engineering and marketing 
staffs, and we should again 
see new Triumphs and 
Matchlesses апа Nortons 
on these shores. 

The Triumph twin has 
been the most outstanding, 
and the most poignant, 
example of British technol- 
ogy. Edward Turner, a self- 
taught designer hired to 
run the Triumph factory in 
the middle 30s, looked to 
make a light, powerful, and 
reasonably simple motor- 
cycle. His OHV vertical 
twin was widely acclaimed, 
leading the way for others 
to imitate. By the technical 
standards of the era this 
engine was an excellent 
piece of work. In 1937 a 
motorcycle magazine testing the 
Triumph Speed Twin achieved a top 
speed of 107 mph — no mean feat 
on a standard 500cc street motorcycle 
of the time. 

Тһе manufacture of the Triumph 
twin continued for over half a 
century after its introduction. Most 
recently a man by the name of Les 
Harris was producing the Bonneville 
model from 1982 until March of 
1988. He did so under license from 
Triumph Motorcycles (Coventry) 
Ltd., which owns all rights to the 
Triumph name and its marketing. 
The L.F. Harris Ltd. assembly 
operation was a long way from the 
old Triumph works at Meriden, near 
Coventry, being way down south in 
Newton Abbot on the Devonshire 
coast. Harris didn't have a factory per 
se, but rather contracted out for 
everything that went into the making 





of the motorcycle, from frame to 
wheels to cylinders, brought all the 
pieces together under one roof, and 
bolted them together. These 
machines were quite like the last 
bikes that came out of the Meriden 
works in 1981. 

The Harris-made Triumph had 
the pushrod-operated OHV vertical 
twin, bored and stroked to 744cc, 
using the unfortunate (my word) 
Umberslade Hall oil-carrying cradle 
frame, with an 18-inch wheel on the 
rear sporting a disc brake, 19-incher 
on the front with dual discs, five- 
speed gearbox, and electronic igni- 
tion. Preserving the traditional 
image were wire-spoked wheels and 
a kick starter. 

The engine design had been 
around for so long that it was 
running into problems concerning 
British anti-pollution regulations. 
The mufflers could always be made 
more restrictive, but it was basic 


engine noise and emissions that were | 


next on the list of no-nos. All such 
problems are solvable, of course, 
presuming that enough money is 
thrown in the right direction. When 


Harris stopped production last 
March, the ostensible reason was the 
cost of developing modifications that 
would enable the engine to meet 
environmental standards. While that 
undoubtedly entered into the equa- 
поп, other factors seem to be more 
important. Harris was only a licen- 
see, which meant that he had limited 
control over what he could do, and 
his license was up in November of 
1988. 

Тһе Harris output was measured 
in the hundreds, but he sold every 
motorcycle he made with customers 
clamoring for more. Most of his 
Bonnies went to the European 
market, with containers full of 
Triumphs also going to far-off 
places like Australia and Japan. A 
desire. for this anachronism does 
exist, it was a motorcycle for people 
who equate performance to happi- 





or atleast a Bri 


ness, rather than to quarter-mile 
times and top speed. 

We never saw any Les Harris 
Triumphs on this side of the ocean. 
No Bonnevilles for the land of its 
namesake, the Bonneville Salt Flats. 

Not that there is any lack of 
Triumphs in this country. Unoffi- 
cial sources estimate that some 
250,000 Triumphs are still loitering 
in the United States, about 25 percent 
being on the road, the rest gathering 
dust and rust in barn and backyard. 
All you have to do is find one, contact 
any of the many, many shops cat-

ering to the Brit-bike enthusiasts, 
and get it running. 

Triumph (Coventry), the com- 
pany that owns the Triumph name 
and rights thereto, was bought in the 
early 80s by a businessman and 
motorcycle enthusiast named John 
Bloor. There was no Triumph fac- 
tory involved in the deal, just the 
name and good will. Not being ready 
to plunge into the complications of 
actual production when he bought 
Triumph, Bloor arranged the tem- 
porary licensing agreement with 
L.F. Harris Ldt., but he had every 
intention of manufacturing his own 
line of Triumphs at some point. 

Along with the Triumph name, 
Bloor also acquired John Rosa- 
mund, a Triumph hand from way 
back. Bloor has a great many bus- 
iness interests scattered around the 
world, and Rosamund is in charge 
of the motorcycle end of things. 
When I spoke with Rosamund, it did 
not behoove him to talk about the 
plans that Triumph (Coventry) 
might have. Understandably; this is 
a sensitive area. But would they 
continue the traditional Bonneville? 
New models? Rosamund said the 
company would talk only when they 
have a machine coming off the 
production line. That’s a good 
marketing strategy. Appetites can 
only stay whetted for so long, before 
they lose their edge. 

The not-too-secret rumors say that 
a large factory is presently going up 


in Leicestershire, and that within a 
year some wonderful surprise will be 
sprung on us. Do not hold your 
breath, but something is coming 
with the Triumph logo on the tank. 
About Bloor, it has been said that 
he has never put a wrong foot 
forward, that everything he touches 
turns to gold. Good luck. 

Obviously Triumph does not have 
to stick with the air-cooled engine 
that we have known and loved for 
half a century, any more than BMW 
couldn’t come out with the K-series, 
or Ford could drop the flathead V- 

8. Progress is change. 
Triumph will change. 
Just how, we don’t know 
yet. It’s the Triumph 
name that is important. 
Should the twin live on, 
it will undoubtedly have 
siblings of a slightly dif- 
ferent variety. If the air- 
cooled vertical twin is put 
out to pasture, other mod- 
els will carry the “Tri- 
umph" name on the gas 
tank. 

Speaking of names, let 
us return to Les Harris 
and his projects. Two 
years ago Harris bought 
the Matchless name, lock, 
stock and flying “М” 
from Dennis Poore. There 
were no Matchboxes, just 
a name. But a good name, 
remembered by many for 
the utilitarian 350cc G3 
and racey 500cc OHC G50 
singles, the squat cylind- 
ers of the 500cc G9 and 
650cc G12 twins, and the 
many variations of the 
500cc G80 thumper. 

Harris contracted with 

the Rotax people in Austria to 
provide him with their 494cc, air- 
cooled, single-cyclinder, SOHC 
four-valve engine, with integrated 
five-speed transmission. He popped 
this into a double-cradle chassis of 
his design, put on wire wheels (19- 
inch on the front, 18 on the rear), 
dual shocks, a drum brake on the 
rear, a disc up front (dual discs are 
optional), and Lucas (for those who 
believe that you can't have a true 
Brit-bike without Joe Lucas on 
board) turn-signals. “G80” is sten- 
ciled on the sidecovers, the flying

“М” on the tank. This 
adds up to a dry weight 
of around 330 pounds 
for the  kick-start 
model; electric starting 
1s another option. 

And it all belongs 
to Harris. The Match- 
less name, that is. He 
can do whatever he 
likes with it. He 
showed his G80 at 
the big Cincinnati 
trade show in 1987 
and generated а 
good deal of inter- 
est from American 
dealers. He has 
handled insurance 
and EPA prob- 
lems, so the new 
Matchless can be 
imported into the 
U.S. The only 
hindrance is the 
price, which is 
high: $4900 with 
dual discs and 
electric starter. 

He has an Amer- 

ican distributor, 

Slater Brothers, that wants 

to find dealers who have clients (the 
nice word for customers) who won't 
mind parting with five grand to 
purchase the G80. The intention is 
to find buyers who remember the fun 
of the old bikes, and promise the 
same fun in modern guise. 

Harris also has plans for a sportier 
G50 version, and Rotax has a more 
powerful version of their 500cc 
engine in the works. But the Match- 
less name doesn't limit his intentions 
to single-cylinder machines. Work- 
ing on the drawing board near Les's 
office is Brian Jones, an old Tri- 
umph hand, and the stacks of blue- 
prints might mean one could expect 
a Matchless twin of a new design to 
reach the market before the 
millenium. 

'The matchless Matchless name is 
alive and well. It won't compete head 
on with the Japanese marques, but 
it will fill a niche in the specialty 
market. 

The real excitement, though, is up 
at Shenstone, Staffordshire, where 
the Norton name is very much alive, 
and is the most exciting of this trio. 
In the musical chairs, or motorcycle,

days, Norton was always 

the strongest. Poore had promoted 
the excellent Commando series, 
which died a brutal death in 1976 
due to the whole industry's going 
down the tubes. But in the wing 
something else was waiting. 

Back in the late 60s a BSA engineer 
by the name of David Garside was 
working on designing a rotary 
engine for motorcycles. BSA merged 
into NVT, and the rotary stayed on 
a back burner. The interest was there, 
the money wasn't. 

А rotary engine? Yes, it is quite 
different from a reciprocating 
engine. In a motorcycle engine as we 
know it pistons are attached to 
connecting rods attached to a crank- 
shaft, providing lots of moving parts 
and reciprocating forces, which in 
turn created vibration. In a rotary 
engine the whole thing is simplified; 
put a rotor on a shaft, and spin that, 
with intake, compression, and 
exhaust impulses. 

Look at a rotary engine as a three- 
sided operation: first side sucks in 
the fuel; second compresses and 
ignites it; third expells it. Halfway 
between a four-stroke and a two- 
stroke, one might say, and none of 
the complication or vibration of a 
reciprocating engine. The difficulty 
with the rotary concept bas been in 
creating an adequate seal between 
the tips of the rotor and the walls 
of the cylinder as the triangulated 
rotor spins around inside the vaguely 
ovalish cylinder. This is a function 
that the piston rings serve on a 
reciprocating engine. The rotor tips 
on the Norton engine appear to work 
admirably. 

Тһе original rotary design dates 
back to the 20s; the first practical 
units were built by Fritz Wankel in 
the 50s. Economically unsuccessful, 
though technically sound, applica- 
tions were the NSU automobile 
rotary, which provoked the demise 
of this German company, and the 
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Suzuki RE-5, which added consid- 
erably to the red ink of that corpo- 
ration. Successful rotary history has 
been made by the Mazda RX-7, with 
over a million of these sporty cars 
sold, and the German Hercules 
motorcycles, which had а 300cc 
rotary engine that was in production 
for six years in the late 70s. A lot 
of buyer resistance to the rotary 
principle has been evident, especially 
in the motorcycle world. Norton is 
out to change all that. 

Тһе many-sided tale of the Norton 
continued after the demise of the 
Comando in 1976. In 1978 the 
company, and David Garside, moved 
to Shenstone, a small town in the 
Midlands near Birmingham, to work 
on the. development of the rotary 
powerplant. In 1983 the first lot of 
50 rotary-powered Nortons were 
ready for sale — to the British police 
forces. In 1985 Philippe Le Roux, 


an Englishman with a French name, 
bought the operation. In 1987 the 
company, offically called the Norton 
Villiers Group, went public, offering 
5,000,000. pounds worth of 
shares... much as Harley- 
Davidson had done the year before. 

Norton appreciates that the rotary 
principle can be applied to more uses 
than just motorcycle engines. The 
rotary is merely another variation on 
the internal combustion engine, 
although considerably lighter and 
freer of vibration than the recipro- 
cating variety. The most influential 
market will probably be in the 
aviation world; a U.S. company, 
'Teledyne Continental Motors, has 
already signed а 10-уеаг exclusive 
agreement with Norton for use of the 
rotary in light aircraft. The engine 
can also provide a stationary source 
of power, and has marine uses such 
as in outboard motors. 

Le Roux appreciated that the 
name “Norton” was best known in 
its motorcycling guise. After all, it 
dates from before the turn on the 
century, when James L. Norton sold 
his first motorized bicycle. Being a 
good, strong corporate image, it was 
wise to keep that image alive. 
Though not the most profitable 
aspect of the anticipated rotary 
business, it would certainly be the 
most visible. 

Over the years various British 
police forces acquired hundreds of 
these rotaries, called the interpol, 
and have been quite happy with 


them. Inside the full fairing sits the 
air-cooled engine with two side-by- 
side cylinders, fed by two constant- 
vacuum SU carburetors, for a total 
displacement of 588cc. The frame is 
a pressed-steel monocoque construc- 
tion, the transmission has five 
speeds, and final drive is by totally 
enclosed chain. According to several 
sources, the rotary maintenance 
record has been as good as, if not 
better than, that of the BMW R80 
models which the police also use. 

In 1987 the factory sponsored a 
home-brewed team to go club-racing 
on the British circuits with what 
amounted to a basic engine with 
modified intake and exhaust. The 
compression ratio was left at the 
standard 7.5:1, namely because 
upping it on a rotary means casting 
a new cylinder; no way to shave the 
head on this engine. The frame and 
brakes are by the British racing firm 


of Spondon, in Derby. The bike, 
called the RC588, has impressed 
everybody, riders and competition 
and viewers alike. The engineers 
estimate the mildly tuned engine was 
putting out over 130 hp (versus 
around 80 hp when stock), and that 
is just the beginning, running at a 
modest redline of 9500 rpm. There 
is no reason why this crank can’t be 
spun to 13,000 rpm and even higher. 
With no reciprocating forces, vibra- 
tion is virtually nonexistant. 

In 1988 the factory went for a little 
more glamour and entered the Isle 
of Man; there were some teething 
problems, as had to be expected, but 
Norton finished 33rd in a field of 120. 
Respectable for a first time out. Since 
then rider Trevor Nation has gone 
to show his heels to the 750 Super- 
bike class on other British circuits. 

In the fall of 1987 100 lucky 
customers got the opportunity to buy 
a civilian version, when Norton 
offered the rotary, as the unfaired 
Norton Classic, for sale at the big 
annual British motorcycle show. 
They were snapped up — even at 
$9000 apiece — within days. A fair 
price for an instant collectible. 

Only 100? Why limit the produc- 
tion? Here's the reason. These were 
all air-cooled models, and in 1988 


Norton began liquid-cooling the 


rotary. The only problem the com- 
pany had found with the air-cooled 


engine was that several police bikes, 
which have really been serving as 
rolling test beds for the previous five 
years, had crank bearings seize due 
to over-heating. Inside that large 
police bike fairing there was no place 
for heat to go when patrolling heavy 
city traffic all day long. Heat should 
not be of any concern on the unfaired 
Classics. However, liquid-cooling 
has solved the problem entirely, 
according to engineers. 

The liquid-cooled Norton is called 
the Commander, and British police 
forces and the Royal Automobile 
Club have already begun to buy the 
single-seat models. Already the twin- 
seat civilian models have begun to 
reach the affluent public — at 
$14,000 a unit. The Commander 
weighs in at about 560 pounds wet, 
with 18-inch wheels and a wheelbase 
of 58.5 inches, full sport-touring 
fairing and built-in saddlebags. 


Horsepower is rated at 85 hp at 9,000 
rpm, with 55.6 foot/pounds of 
torque at 7,000 rpm. 

The Commander is not available 
in the United States yet, so do not 
go and harass your Norton dealer. 
The people at Norton.are definitely 
partial to the buying power of 10 
million American motorcycle enthu- 
siasts, but the company is going to 
produce only a limited number of 
motorcycles every year. A large 
market exists in Europe, followed by 
all the overseas possibilities stretch- 
ing from Australia to the United 
States. Each country will require a 
distributor and dealers, and these 
will be set up in an orderly fashion. 
Patience. 

An even more exotic item, which 
debuted in prototype form at the 
Earl’s Court show in London this 
last October, is the P55, a street-legal 
sports version of the RC588 racing 
rotary. The entire is tuned to develop 
something over 100 horsepower, and 
weight is rumored to be in the 
vicinity of 400 pounds. It comes 
dressed in very flashy clothing. The 
production of this model will be very 
limited, and won’t even begin until 
late 1989. And even more expensive 
— probably around $20,000. 

The rotary is coming, but don’t 
expect it in the United States this 
year. Chances are this motorcycle 
will be around for a long time, and 


everybody will get his or her chance 
to buy one. This Norton motorcycle 
is no rehash of old ideas, no appeal- 
ing to nostalgia, no evocation of the 
past. This is new. This is impressive. 
This might well work. James Lans- 
downe Norton would approve. 

This, then, is the heart of the 
indigenous British motorcycle 
industry, these three names: Tri- 
umph, dating back to 1903; Match- 
less, going back to 1899; Norton, 
back to 1898. These are noble names; 
they’ve done their time, they’ve won 
their races, they’ve proved them- 
selves. Now new machines with these 
old names are being offered for sale. 

Some buyers, a few, will be moved 
to open their wallets by virtue of 
what is written on the side. of the 
tank. Most will buy these motorcy- 
cles because the machine suits their 
idea of what constitutes good 
entertainment. 


The Harris Matchless G80 wants 
to duplicate, in modern terms, the 
fun of the old single — lightweight, 
torquey, where the skill of the rider 
counts as much as the power of the 
engine, with the pleasant thrum and 
hum that a rider wants on a country 
lane, working the throttle and the 
gearbox and listening to the muted 
exhaust bouncing off the pavement. 

The Triumph twin soldiered on 
for half a century, but it is now in 
limbo. The Triumph name is des- 
tined to live on, but in quite what 
guise we do not know yet. Triumph 
(Coventry) has got something up its 
sleeve, that is for sure. It is just that 
we won't know what it is until John 
Bloor is ready to show it to us. 

Norton has looked down a differ- 
ent road, and seen that it goes over 
a far horizon. The new rotary engine 
promises to be strong and reliable 
— if a bit unusual to the conven- 
tional thinker. 

New motorcycles do not always 
have to appeal to the tens of thou- 
sands; a factory can exist quite 
happily, and profitably, building 
machines for a much smaller group. 
Riders buy their machines for all 
manner of reasons — speed, comfort, 
style, power, price, or for those less 
definable reasons that exist solely 
within the viscera. “It feels right. It 
sounds right. I want one." 

Whatever the future portends, be 
assured that as long as there is a 
Britain, there will be a British 
motorcycle. е

The O'Neal KS-1000 
Fannypack 

O'Neal USA has a new 
fannypack on the market 
called the KS-1000. 

'The new O'Neal fannypack 
is made out of Cordura nylon fiber 
and is rather small in overall size. 
The KS-1000 is thin and sleek yet has 
enough storage space to carry the 
essentials. 

Inside the O'Neal. KS-1000 you'll 
find just enough space and small 
compartments to orderly and 
securely carry tools, such as small tire 
irons, spare spark plugs, 
screwdrivers, wrenches, pliers, zip- 
ties, wire, Со? cartridges, etc. — the 
very basics. But the nice thing about 
the O'Neal KS-1000 fannypack is 
that your tools are easily accessible. 
You can slide the pack around to the 
front of your body and work on your 
bike without having to remove the 
pack and have your tools fall into 
the dirt. 

"There's also a fairly large pouch 
where you can carry bulky objects 
or tools you might often use without 
having to unzip the whole pack, but 
don't plan on dumping your whole 
toolbox in there. The pouch is a little 
on the small side so you can't be 
overly zealous when packing the KS- 
1000. 

Two separate canteen holders are 
built into the sides of the pack and 
are designed to carry one six-ounce 
polypropylene water jug each. The 
KS-1000 was designed with two small 
canteens instead of one big one to 
keep the fannypack evenly balanced. 
The two bottles are securely attached 
into the holders by Velcro flaps and 
can be removed and put back 
quickly. The jugs can either carry 
water, gas or oil and are replaceable. 

Outside of the canteen holders are 
small Velcro-fastened pouches. They 
are handy for carrying paper 
materials, such as maps, money or 
matches. 

The KS-1000 has a quick-release 
belt buckle and is easily adjustable 
for 27-48 inch waists. It fits 
comfortably and doesn’t bounce 
around on your back when you're 
riding. It also seems to be reliable. 
We've collected more than 700 miles 
of off-road riding while wearing the 
O'Neal fannypack and the zipper 
hasn't broken, all the stitching is still 
intact and there are no tears or 
broken parts. 

The O'Neal pack is a good looker 
and is available in grey/blue and 
grey/red color combinations and 
carries a suggested retail price of 
$39.95. The O'Neal KS-1000 
fannypack is an excellent value for 
the money.

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ust when you thought it was 

safe to go back into the woods, 

Kawasaki introduces what could 

be the meanest bark buster 

of the decade — the all-new 
and water-cooled KDX200. 

Over the years, the KDX200 has 
picked up a reputation as being the 
“perfect” off-road motorcycle. It was 
reliable, easy and cheap to maintain, 
light, well suspended, torquey and, 
best of all, carried a rather small price 
tag, all of which kept the weekend 
trail rider happy and the serious 
enduro competitor zeroing checks. 

Тһе KDX has maintained the same 
basic design ever since its debut back 
in 1982, but no matter how good the 
KDX might've been over the years, 
it needed a change — a spicing up 
— and, boy, did it get it. 


Tech stuff 

Тһе 1989 KDX is now liquid- 
cooled, which is a first for the KDX. 
It has two radiators mounted to the 
frame's front downtube located just 
in front of the gas tank, similar to 
the KX250 and 500. In fact, the 
KD motor is based after the 
KX250, except for the K.I.P.S. power- 
valve system which is similar to what 
is found on the KX125. 

Water-cooling allows for closer 
tolerances between the piston and 
cylinder wall to improve perfor- 
mance, reliability and reduce engine 
noise. Plus, liquid cooling keeps 
engine operating temperatures down 
to help maintain maximum power 
output. 


Тһе aluminum cylinder is treated 
by an electro-fusion process to create 
a very hard and porous surface. This 
treatment is designed to improve 
lubrication and dissipate heat better, 
which in turn, should increase the 
life-span of the piston and rings. 

Feeding the cylinder through а six- 
petal reed-valve is a new crescent- 
shaped slide 35mm Keihin carbure- 
tor, which gathers air through an all- 
new and larger airbox. 

A new heavier crankshaft is used 


to control vibration and smooth 
power transition, with modification 
at one end to fit a new and heavier 
flywheel magneto and the other to 
drive the water pump. The magneto 
output is up from six volts to 12 volts, 
so more powerful bulbs are used in 
the headlight and taillight. 

The exhaust pipe is all new-and 
attached to the end is a much smaller 
and lighter aluminum U.S. Forestry- 
approved spark arrester silencer. The 
spark arrester assembly is detachable. 


(Right) A 
rear disc brake is finally adopted, and the new aluminum silencer (bottom right) 
incorporates a U.S. Forestry-approved spark arrester. 


Тһе clutch has finally been beefed 
up. The spring load is stiffer and the 
number of steel clutch plates has 
been increased to seven and the 
friction plates to eight. Plus, the 
clutch housing has a separate smaller 
cover so the plates can be inspected 
without having to remove the com- 
plete outer case. 

Тһе KDX's chassis is all new. The 
frame is basically а 1987 KX125 
frame with slight modifications. It 
has a green-painted semi double 





` cradle main frame made of light- 


weight high-tensile steel with a bolt- - 


` on steel left rear section. 

. Kawasaki trashed the strut system 
Uni-Trak rear suspension design for 
the bottom link Uni-Trak system. It 
now boasts 11.8 inches of travel with 
a Kayaba piggyback reservoir shock, 
complete with 16-way external com- 
pression and rebound damping 
adjustments. 

A new and stronger extruded 
aluminum dual-box section swin- 
garm is used. It is 5mm taller and 
5mm wider than the '88 unit and 
retains the quick-change rear wheel 
design. The complete wheel assem- 
bly can be removed without having 
to pull out the axle. 

Up front is a new but relatively 
conventional Kayaba 43mm fork 
with 11.4 inches of wheel travel. It 
has 16-way compression rebound 
damping adjustments. 

Stopping is now handled by two 
disc brakes. The front disc is 
unchanged, but a 220mm rear disc 
has. been added replacing the out- 
dated drum system. 


The new gas tank holds a hardy 
three gallons. 

The controls are essentially the 
same with the plastic hand guards, 
dogleg levers and same bend han- 
dlebars. However, the last year's 
electronic digital clock/tripmeter 
has been replaced by a less expensive 
mechanical analogue odometer/ 
tripmeter. 

Hittin' the trail 

Even though the KDX is radically 
changed for '89 it didn't lose its 
traditional and well-liked KDX feel, 
but overall performance is still much 
improved. All the traits that have 
made the KDX so popular in years 
past have been touched up and 
enhanced for 1989. Right off the bat, 
the -KDX has stronger low-end 
response, smoother and more stable 
suspension action, better handling, 
quieter sound and feels lighter. 

Тһе new KDX has tremendous 
power off the bottom. It has a 
bottom-end punch like no other 
KDX we've ridden but isn't all that 
much faster than last years KDX 
from midrange on up. Actually, the 
new KDX almost feels slower, but 


that's because the '89 model has so 
much low-end that it doesn't feel as 
though it comes on the pipe or hits 
as hard as it used to at midrange. 

Chugging up gnarly, tight, rocky 
or muddy hills on the KDX is a piece 
of cake. Any slow-gdilli section is 
easily handled by the KDX’s torquey 
motor, plus it's hard to stall and has 
plenty of power to get you through 
the tough stuff. 

However, in the tight and slow 
sections the KDX is prone to over- 
heating since the motor is now water- 
cooled, and this has many KDX 
owners concerned. Last year, the 
KDX was the only two-stroke pro- 
duction enduro bike that was air- 
cooled, and many enduro riders 
prefer this because, in some ways, air- 
cooled engines are more reliable, and 


don't overheat. But we rode the KDX 
in a couple of enduros and we never 
experienced any coolant loss even in 
some very tight, leg-padding-type 
sections. 

In the faster sections, though, the 
advantages of water-cooling can 
really be felt. Horsepower loss after 
the engine heats up 1s hardly notice- 
able, which is good, because the KDX 
can't afford to lose any. Although the 
'89 KDX is slightly faster than last 
year’s model, a converted 125cc MXer 
can easily outrun the 200 from 
midrange on up. 

The KDX is quiet, almost too 
quiet. Although this is something 
that’s good for everyone within 
hearing distance of the KDX, it 
makes it a little tough for the rider. 
It is actually hard to hear the motor, 
especially at high speeds when the 
wind is rushing through your 
helmet. Plus, when you come up 
behind slower riders in enduros, be 
prepared to do some yelling, because 
the rider in front of you won’t be 
able to hear the KDX. But we feel 
that the silence is one inconvenience 
that’s worth getting used to. 

The clutch finally works up to par. 
It can now take the abuse like it 
should, instead of getting hot and 
fading just when the going gets 
tough. It does get a little mushy with 
a lot of use but not as bad as previous 
KDXs. The pull on the lever is one- 
finger operatable. 


However, the hand guards over the 
clutch and front brake lever are 50- 
50 — 50% good and 50% bad. The 
plastic guard on the front brake side 
still pivots into the lever when hit 
by tree branches and bushes. Some- 


times, it']l pivot enough to where it'll 
press the front brake lever in and 
apply the brake. The clutch side is 
firmly attached. 

Тһе five speed transmission works 
well. Gear ratios seem to fit the motor 
accordingly and. missed shifts were 
few and far between. 

Suspension is a far cry above last 
year's KDX. The biggest improve- 
ment is the fork. It has a smoother 
and more progressive feel from the 
first few inches of travel to the end 
of the stroke. 'The larger fork gives 
the KDX a sounder feel. 

Just like the front end, the rear 
suspension is much improved. It still

absorbs the slow-speed bumps and 
rocks as well as ever, but the back 
end handles the high-speed whoops 
better than before. However, the 
KDX is still more suited for slower 
speed trails and enduros, rather than 
fast enduros or desert races. 

One of the first modifications we 
would do to the KDX is to install 
some kind of seat kit. The stock seat 
is too soft and breaks down quickly. 

Weare disappointed that Kawasaki 
switched odometers on the KDX. 
The mechanical readout odometer 
isn’t as convenient as the digital 
system. It is more difficult to adjust

1988 MX des Nations 
Videos by Professor Bailey 


Covering the 1988 Motocross 
des Nations race in France was 
no easy task. The La Versenne 
circuit in Villars Sous Ecot was 
long and often snaked out of sight 
since there wasn't a single vantage 
point which offered a.view of the 
entire track. Add nearly 40,000 
spectators lining the fences on both 
sides of the course and it was nearly 
impossible to see much more action 
than what took place right in front 
of you. 

Gary Bailey covered the event with 
his video camera, and his Motocross 
des Nations tape reflects some of the 
problems of covering the race. 

The program gets a good start with 
the playing of our National Anthem 
and the introduction of Ron 
Lechien, Rick Johnson and Jeff 
Ward, the winning American team. 
But then the enormity of the race 
becomes clear and the program bogs 
down as Bailey follows each of the 
three motos. 

Portions of nearly every lap follow 
the progress of each moto and the 
American team, and after a while it 
gets boring. Bailey does all the 
filming himself, so the viewer only 
gets to see limited action from one 
point of the track. And in some 
instances that point is a distance 
from the race action, so the riders 
are almost lost in the surroundings. 

Bailey narrates the action in a 
monotone voice which doesn’t add 
any excitement, although he does do 
an excellent job explaining all the 
race strategies involved. The 
excitement of the French announcer 
can be heard in the background. One 
annoying point is Bailey’s 
mispronounciation of Dutchman 
John Van den Berk's name; Bailey 
continually calls him Van der Beck. 

Mixed with the race coverage are 
interviews with the American riders 
and even flashbacks to previous 
American victories in the MX des 
Nations. 

Bailey's video needs to be spiced 
up with more enthusiastic narration 
or a musical soundtrack, some 
dramatic slow-motion scenes and 
some footage concentrating on just 
one section of the track to make it 
more enjoyable to watch. 

Although it may not be the most 
exciting coverage of the Motocross 
des Nations, it does do a thorough 
job of showing you the event and 
diehard fans will surely enjoy it. And 
given the circumstances Bailey had 
to work with, he did a remarkable 
job to come up with the footage.

because it's American Honda it's all 
family, which in one sense it is. But 
it’s always been American Honda — 
the superbikes I raced were actually 
bought from HRC, just like anyone 
would buy them from HRC. 
Although, after all this money 
changes hands and all, the corpora- 
tion ends up with it. Still it has to 
change hands. 

One of the other factors in your 
decision was that Gallina is commit- 
ted to running Pirelli tires which are, 
as yet, unproven. 

I looked at it a few different ways. 
If I went out there with Pirelli tires 
and made a good showing I would 
have been a really big hero. But the 
chances of it working the opposite 
way — getting tenths, eighths, how 
is that going to look for my future? 

Are people going to say well, is it 
the tires or he just can't ride a 500. 
I just figured that for me it’s how 
are people going to judge you in that 
respect. I just felt like I would learn 
a lot more from riding something 
that I had a lot more confidence in. 

Pirelli may get there, they may be 
there next year. But I don’t know that 
for sure and for me to take the chance 
with a year that’s really crucial for 
me, I can’t do that at this point in 
my career. If I'd have been over there 
before and raced Га probably look 
at it a lot differently. 

On the plus side of dealing with the 
Gallina team, you have a real, strong 
team that’s established and has won 
two World Championships this 
decade. He has a test program and 
all of the support. How heavily did 
that weigh in your decision? 

It weighed real heavily. I know, 
everyone knows, it’s no secret, that 
with American Honda — this being 
their first year trying to put this thing 
together — there’s no way you can 
compare it with Gallina’s operation. 
With his record, I don’t think his 
bikes ever broke one single time last 
year. And I looked at all of that and 
weighed it all out. My only gripe 
about going with the Gallina team 
was the possibility that I would 
definitely have to run Pirellis. 

Other than that the team is really 
concrete. 

Gallina feels strong about the 
Pirellis. I don’t think he went for 
them just for the money. He did some 
checking and he felt that being on 
the Cagivas they didn’t get their fair 
test. He thinks they can be there. I’m 
sure if he didn’t think they were good 
it wouldn’t be fair to his other 
sponsor, HB, because they’re putting 
in a lot of money. To get a little bit 
of extra money from someone else 
might make the whole thing look 
bad. 

He told me to check some statistics 

from НКС, all these different corner 
speeds from different tracks. And he 
said Mamola in the turns was as fast, 
if not faster, on a lot of tracks than 
anybody else. He said he’s seen him 
sliding around а lot in certain places. 
Has it sunk in how big a job it is 
to organize a Grand Prix team on 
such short notice? Is this something 
that you have to do or is it, as I 
understand, that Gary Mathers is the 
team manager until someone is 
found? 
Basically all I’m looking at doing is 
getting my motorhome ready and 
getting all that situated and getting 
my things here at home situated to 
where I can leave. That's the only 
responsibility that I'm taking on for 
the job. I'm not going to have any 
part in managing it. Hopefully, I'll 
get the chance to approve of the guys 
they hire. Make sure we can work 
together. 





I didn't want any part of that 
because for your first year over there 
there's no way I could manage the 
team like I did in the U.S. 

What do you think is going to be 
the hardest part about it? 

Тһе hardest part's going to be the 
racing, for sure. I know that I'm not 
over there to win, that I'm over there 
to learn. That's going to be the 
hardest part. I'm prepared to do that 
now. It's just keeping that attitude 
that's hard. Don't go out in three 
races and then think that you're 
getting closer and that you're going 
to do it the next time then do 
something stupid like get hurt. It's 
like climbing a ladder, you don't 
want to miss a step. 

When you look at it objectively it 
seems like a big task. You've never 
been to the continent, you've never 
been on a 500, and that kind of stuff 
would deter a lot of people. 

Тһе scariest part about it is what if 
I just don't like it. Absolutely don't 
want to do it. That's really scary and 
Ive thought about that, but I think 
I will like it. If I go with the right 
attitude ГП learn to like and enjoy 
it and have a good time at it. 














Ill probably come home a few 
times, but I’m getting prepared to 
spend as much time there as possible. 
I think that would be the best thing 
for me. Get over there and get in the 
groove instead of getting in the 
groove and coming back here and 
thinking about being on this sunny 
hill playing golf: This is a lot better 
than that. I’m just going to get all 
of that out of my system. 

I wouldn’t even attempt to go over 
there if I didn’t think I could do it. 
It’s like swimming across the ocean: 
If you didn’t have the idea in your 
mind that you could do it you 
wouldn’t try it. 

So what is your goal for this coming 
season? 

To go over there and learn and make 
progress. That’s basically it. See if 
I like it enough to establish the goal 
of being World Champion. I don’t 
want to put pressure on myself to 
say I’m going to over there and in 
three years win the World Cham- 
pionship. Then go over there and not 
like it and do it just because I think 
I have to. I want to go over there 
because I like it. It’s like I’ve done ~ 
racing in the U.S. and that’s prob- 
ably one of the reasons that I’m 
leaving racing in the U.S., because 
I don’t enjoy it like I did two or three 
years ago. Of all the other things, 
it’s just become no fun any more; 
although I love the fans and there 
are a lot of good people involved in 
it. 

There were more races last 
year... I guarantee you AMA rac- 
ing probably lost more fans than they 
could gain in five years. Like the race 
at Lima, Ohio. It's the kind of race 
in Lima where there may be more 
of them next year than there were 
this year. The race wasn’t over until 
one or two in the morning. The 
track, after every race, they didn’t 
water it and you couldn't see. It just 
wasn't any fun for me, but when I 
was a Novice I was racing in those 
types of places and it was fun. The 
more dirt you ate the more fun it 
was. 

A lot of people think that I've done 
all I could do in the U.S. and now 


I'm going to Europe. That's not the 
point at all. There's no мау you 
could do everything in the U.S. 
"There's lots of records to be broken: 
I want to continue the racing to be 
like that. Fun. Even though it's a 
good living for me, I still want to 
enjoy it. 

You keep mentioning Kenny. Do 
you consult with him on big 
decisions? 

Yeah, I shared with him a lot of 
what's been going on with me in 
deciding to go to Europe and what 
to look forward to and what not to 
look forward to. What to expect and 
what not to expect. And he's been 
real helpful. He's been honest with 
me. He's one person that knows 
better than anybody. Being around 
him just amazes you, the fact that 
he's one type of guy that went to 
Europe and didn't look back and 
what he left in America. He went 
over there and made the best of it 
and he helped change it into some- 
thing that's a lot better. 

Do you have any long-term goals? 

I guess my goal now is to race 
competitively for five more years. If 
I have a goal that's it. Race compet- 
itively for five more years and be able 
to retire on the top, regardless of 
whether that's racing back in the U.S 
or racing in Europe. 

I don't think I'll ever come back 
here and race a full season of races. 
It just doesn't make any sense. Once 
you've made the move there you're 
there unless things over here turned 
around completely. There's no way 
Honda could offer me enough 
money to race in tthe U.S. compared 
to what you can make in Europe. 
Of course, I would come back here 
if they offered me a couple of million 
dollars, but nothing like that is 
going to happen here. 

What can you say about the team 
sponsor besides the fact that it will 
be announced at a future date? Gary 
Mathers has said that it's a Japanese 
company. 

I just know it's a major sponsor and 
if I didn't feel that it was a sponsor 
that was going to promote me and 
make me look good I would go with 
the Gallina deal. Because the value 
of the way his team is run and the 
manpower he has and how I could 
look in the organization of being in 
his team, I think that would have 
overcome my thoughts on the tires. 
Because I think that probably would 
have been more valuable in the long 
run and I think I would have pushed 
Honda into going in that direction 
if they hadn't come up with the 
sponsor. It's a good enough sponsor 
that it's going to make me look good. 

They found it and their sponsor- 
ship with the sponsor is probably a 
one-year deal. 

So when do you get to ride the bike? 
Тһе 22nd and 23rd (of December) in 
Japan. It will be the first time I get 
to ride the 500. Depending on their 
test schedule they're talking about 
sending a bike over here for me to 
ride a lot at Willow Springs and some 
tracks around here just to get famil- 
lar with it. 

Will you race at all in the U.S. this 
year? 

I'm keeping a dirt tracker ready for 
me at all times. If I'm home and 
there's a weekend where I can race 
a good mile, Га like to do that 
because I'd still like to shoot for 
Springer's (Jay Springsteen) record 
of 40. I've got 38 (wins) and like I 
say there's nothing better than riding 
those mile bikes. 

So maybe the fans haven't seen the 
last of you yet. 

I hope not. When I did the last race 
of the year at Sacramento nobody 
knew that I wouldn't be racing again 
so maybe I'l give them another 
chance. e

Kunitsugu crowned 
triple champion at 
Willow Springs

ROSAMOND, CA, DEC. 3-4 


Kent Kunitsugu won two races and three 
class championships to bring the American 
Road Racing Association season to a close 
at Willow Springs International Raceway. 


Riding a Honda CBR600 
Hurricane fitted with Dunlop 
radial slicks, the Los Angeles, 
California, resident clinched 
championships in the Formula Two, 
600cc Superstreet and 600cc Modified 
Production divisions. 

According to ARRA President 
Earl Smith, either Kunitsugu or 
450cc Superstreet Champion Ray 
Smith will carry the number one 
plate in 1989 (At presstime, the 
ARRA hadn't finished tabulating 
the overall point standings). 

Kunitsugu didn't win еуегу race 
he entered this weekend, but he came 
close. He finished second when 
Hurricane-mounted Englishman 
Paul Deavin nipped him at the 





Formula Two finish line with a late 
drafting maneuver, but he did top 
both the 600cc Superstreet and 600cc 
Modified Production classes. Kunit- 
sugu thanked Mark Matzinger, 
Sudco International and 750cc Stock 
Production Champion Steve Gon- 
zales for their help throughout the 
season. 

Peter Christensen and his Kawa- 
saki 750 Ninja racked up two class 
championships in the Formula One 
and 750cc Superstreet divisions. He 
played it safe today, finishing eighth 
in Formula One and fourth 1n 750cc 
Superstreet behind Yoshimura 
Suzuki-sponsored Tommy Lynch 
and privateer Suzuki pilots Jeff 
Rheaume and Chuck Graves. 

Тһе feat was made easier for 


Kevin Atherton posted а win іп his 
second race on the Wood-Rotax. 





Christensen when Kenny Kopecky, 
who'd been just three points behind 
in the 750cc class, discovered a 
damaged Yoshimura valve spring 
retainer in the top end of his Suzuki 
GSXR. Kopecky spent the weekend 
working as track announcer, effec- 
tively handing the title to Chris- 
tensen, who's sponsored by Cycle 
Parts Plus and Trophy Shop. 

San Diego-based ex-motocrosser 
Lee Shierts turned in the weekend's 
best performance, riding a Gary 
Tomasku-prepared Suzuki 
GSXR1100 with a borrowed motor 
to wins in the Formula One, Open 
Superstreet and Open Modified 
Production classes. The soon-to-be- 
24-year-old is sponsored by Lee's 
Cycle Service, D&D Exhaust and 
Michelin ICRT. 

Formula USA front-runner Barry 
Burke fell on the warm-up lap of the 
Open Superstreet race, writing off 
the front end of his Yamaha 
FZR1000. He later complained of 
stomach pains, and was seen limping 
around the pits, but was otherwise 
uninjured. 

Тһе Human Race Team's Kurt 
Hall and Dave Zupan made the long 
trek from South Carolina to test a 
1989 Yamaha FZR1000, while Geor- 
gians Scott Russell and his manager, 
Solmax Racing USA Team Captain 
Cindy Bowen, did likewise with an 
'89 Suzuki GSXR1100. 

Hall took several top finishes on 
the Metzeler-shod FZR, including а 
win in the Open Production class, 
seconds in Open Superstreet and 
Open Modified Production (though 
he should have won this class since 
winner Shierts was running after- 
‘market carburetors in violation of 
the rules) and a third in Formula 
One. 

Russell took it easy on the Dunlop 
K591-shod Suzuki, tallying a second 
in Open Production and a fifth in 
Open Superstreet. 

Barry Davis rode а Suzuki 
С5ХЕ1100 on bias-ply Michelin 
slicks to win the Open Superstreet 
championship, but he struggled 
today, posting just a sixth and a 
seventh. 

Expert dirt track racer and rookie 
road racer Kevin Atherton had an 
excellent outing on the Ron Wood 
Rotax 600cc single, dicing with Nick 
Ienatsch of Motorcyclist magazine 
on a John Cordona/Fours 'N' More- 
built Yamaha SRX600. 'The youngs- 
ter used the superior horsepower of 
the Rotax motor to put some day- 
light between them to take the win. 
Ienatsch had earlier won the 600cc 
Singles race. 

In the very next race, Formula 
Two, Atherton came from the back 
of the grid to take fourth at the 
checkers behind Deavin, Kunitsugu 
and Robert Dewitt on a Yamaha 
12250.

Kiedrowski cooks at

Honda pilot Mike Kiedrowski cruised to what 
seemed to be easy overall wins in both the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes at the third round 
of the CMC/Dodge Trucks/Gear Racewear 
Fall Finale held at Sunrise Cycle Park. 

As the gate dropped for the first moto of

Hynes tops Last Chance 
Turkey Hare Scrambles

LARAMIE, WY, NOV. 20 

For the sixth time in the 13-year history of 
the Last Chance Turkey Race, Mark Hynes 
won the overall trophy and the “Butterball”, 
topping a field of the best off road racers in 
the Rockies and in doing зо he also clinched 
the Rocky Mountain Hare Scrambles 
Championship. 

Тһе Last Chance Turkey Race has become 
legendary for it's challenging terrain, adverse 
weather and free post-race chili served in a 
nearby sheep barn. Although only 43 racers 
braved the Wyoming winter for this year's 
race, the field included four former ISDE 
riders. 

Senior A class rider Floyd Stretch mastered 
the LeMans start to. lead the charge through 
the first two miles of snow drifts and sage 
brush. As the trail began to ascend into the 
mountains, Tim Willbanks moved to the fore. 
Close to their heels were Kevin Davis, Chris 
Willbanks and Fritz Kadlec, while Hynes was 
back in 10th. 

During the first 11-mile loop Tim Will- 
banks had stretched out a comfortable lead, 
апа at the end of the first lap he led Davis, 
Kadlec, Chris Willbanks and Ron Hockett. 

Midway through the second lap Kadlec spit 
all the ice screws out of his rear tire, leaving 
him with a hard-compound tire that gave him 
no traction on the icy trails. Hockett was also 
set back when his exhaust system came adrift, 
resulting in a lengthly pit stop. At the end 
of two laps the leaders formed a KTM freight 
train consisting of Tim and Chris Willbanks, 
Davis апа Hynes. 

At the end of the third lap the order had 
changed to Hynes, Chris Willbanks, Tim 
Willbanks and Davis. Tim Willbanks was 
slowed by the first of three flats that eventually 
dropped him from contention, 

By the fifth and final lap Chris Willbanks 
was in the lead with Hynes breathing down 
his neck. The pair had pulled away from the 
pack and passed each other several times. They 
repeatedly banged into each other, and each 
crashed three times. 

On an extremely steep downhill Hynes 
endoed to the base of ‘the slope, while 
Willbanks fell while crossing a log a few yards 
down the trail. They remounted and arrived 
at the third check at exactly the same time. 

Two miles from the finish, Hynes passed 
Willbanks for the final time by diving off a 
shelf trail and taking a longer but smoother 
route through the valley. Hynes held onto the 
lead across the final mile of prairie to the 
finish. Third through sixth were Davis, Staley, 
Steve Savala and Hockett. 

Seventh overall and first 200cc A was 49- 
year-old Carl Westkamp, eighth overall and 
first Over 40 A rider was Floyd Stretch, while 
ninth overall and first B rider was Larry 
Feuerstein.

Elmiro Alvernaz, riding a four-stroke Yamaha 
ТТ, was the feature winner in the 500cc Junior 
class at the final short track event held at 
Baylands Raceway Park.

World Champion Hakan Carlqvist 


The end of an era

Ten years ago, a burly young. kid from 
Sweden named Hakan Carlqvist made his 
presence known by banging handlebars 
with some of the greatest names in moto- 


cross. Names like three-time 
250cc MX World Champion 
Guennady Moiseev, Torleif 
Hansen and Harry Everts. In 
his first attempt at the 250cc title in 
1978, racing against these superstars, 
Carlqvist finished a respectable 
seventh. 

In 1988 Carlqvist began his 10th 
year on the GP circuit, despite the 
fact that every rider who placed in 
the top 10 іп the 250cc World 
Championship in 1978, except for 
himself, had long since retired from 
the sport. 

Carlqvist started this season going 
up against younger, hungrier and 
healthier riders, such as defending 
World Champion Eric Geboers, 
Dave Thorpe and Kurt Nicoll. Carlq- 
vist was the link between the old and 
new generation of World Champion- 
ship motocross competitors. 

But following the 1988 GP season, 
the link finally snapped when Carlq- 
vist announced his retirement at the 
age of 34. During his brilliant racing 
career, Carlqvist claimed two World 
Championship titles — one in the 
250cc class іп 1979, and one in the 
500cc class in 1983. 

Carlqvist went out in style, 
though. The second-to-last 500cc GP 
of the 1988 season, Carlqvist showed 
everyone the old Carlqvist form and 
he did it on the toughest GP course 
on the circuit — the Citadel track 
in Namur, Belgium, and he did it 
against riders, some of whom were 
10 years his junior. On a production 
Kawasaki, Carlqvist humiliated the 


opposition by circulating five 
seconds a lap faster than any of his 
rivals and built up a lead so big in 
the first moto, that he had time to 
stop at the trackside cafe, the Chalet 
du Monument, to drink a glass of 
beer. 

And, at the final race of the year, 
Carlqvist finished second overall in 
Luxembourg. 

We chatted with. this veteran 
performer about his career and the 
way in which motocross has changed 
during that time. 

Have you definitely quit GPs? 

Yes, for sure. 

Do you intend to race any interna- 
tionals next year? 

No, nothing. I quit after the Swedish 
National in Eksjo. I stop completely 
next year. 

What changes have you seen іп (һе 
GP scene since you joined it in the 
mid-70s? 

It has changed a lot with many ups 
and downs. When I came up around 


1974-75 there was also a slump in , 


the market, just like now. Sponsor- 
ship was hard to find then and 
virtually everyone was a privateer. 
Then .at the end of the 70s and 
through the first few years of the 80s, 
the factories had big teams again. 
Now the trend is downward as far 
as factory support is concerned. 

I guess 1979 to 1983 was the high 
point. Now that Yamaha has pulled 
out of the 500cc GP scene, there is 
only Honda. I don’t know how much 
Kawasaki and KTM will do. The 
factories do seem to be maintaining 


some interest in the other classes, but 
it is definitely down. 

How has the standard of riding 
changed during your period in the 
game? 

For sure, it has gotton stronger. 
Simply in terms of the nations who 
have riders competing at the top 
level. Ten years ago there was not 
the interest in the GPs from places 
like New Zealand and Australia, and 
you only have to look at the number 
of riders fighting for the points to 
see that it is harder nowadays. 

I suppose back around 1980 we had 
more than a dozen factory riders in 
the 500cc GPs and now you can 
count them on the fingers of one 
hand, but the increase in the number 
of participating countries has to have 
improved the general standard of 
entries. Where you notice the dra- 
matic improvement in the racing 
now is in the battles for the final 
World Championship points. 

Has the qualification system helped 
that? 

I don’t think so. The riders at that 
level would be at the GPs anyway 
because of their placings on thé 
National grading lists, but the 
qualification has definitely 
improved the standard from 20th- 
25th down to 40th. Previously, these 
placings would have been filled out 
with local riders, but now only two 
get in if a country is not strong in 
talent. 

How have the tracks changed? 
There has been a big difference there. 
They were much more difficult 
before. All of the effort nowadays 
which a promoter puts into a track 
seems to be directed towards making 
stadium-type jumps with tabletop 
jumps and artificial berms in the 
corners so that the hotheads can just 
go wide open. That is bad for the 
young riders, because there is less 
emphasis on the true motocross 
technique. All of the older riders 
have had to change their technique 
over the years. I think they should 
keep the supercross and the GPs 
separated. Lets keep motocross pure, 
and let them get on with whatever 
kind of circus they want in the 
stadiums. 

If you look at the 500 GPs this year, 
then you will see that the entire field 
was separated by just two or three 
seconds a lap at most tracks because 
they have cut out the. difficult 
sections. Everything nowadays is 
made with bulldozers. The only real 
GP this year was Namur. That was 


the old style except for the one 
tabletop on the Esplanade. Farleigh 
is also the old style. The young riders 
just don’t get the chance to ride on 
these tracks with natural bumps any 
more, and you see what happened, 
an old guy like me runs away with 
the race. 

Even Sittendorf and Payerne have- 
been changed now. Even two or three 
years ago they were both really 
difficult tracks technically, but they 
are graded so much now that it is 
difficult to gain an advantage in 
single laps. 

They should prepare tracks before 
a race, but the way in which it is 
done nowadays simply gives the not- 
so-good riders a chance to stay closer 
to the fast guys. They spend all of 
their time building silly jumps and 
forget the dust and the stones. Most 
promoters are to be congratulated for 
trying hard with preparation, but 17 
feel that they are going about it the 
wrong way. 

What have been the big differences 
in the bikes? 

During my career they have c ranged’ 
completely. I have had to adapt my. 
riding style to meet the changes in'* 
the bikes over the years. There are 
not many of us around in the 80s 
who were also riding international 
before the revolution in suspension. 
That time was for sure even harder 
for guys like Wolsink, Mikkola and 
DeCoster who were from a genera- 
tion before me. They had it really: 
tough at the end of the 70s. 

Which were the most difficult bikes} 
to ride? | 
Those around 1977-78 right through - 
to 1982-83. There was a lot of power,” 
too much really, but they were still 
experimenting with the suspension. 
No one had the single shock systems ’ 
working perfectly then. There was | 
plenty of travel both front and rear, : 
but you were always on your guard’ | 
wondering what it would do next.” 
You see now that the factories have 
actually reduced the amount of | 
travel, but they all work so much 
better. А standard bike nowadays is 
much, much better than à factory * 
bike of 1984, even 1985. 

We are used to seeing the support 
trucks from the tire and suspension * 
companies at the races. How long? 
have they been there? 

There was nothing at all in that line 4 
during the '70s, but the level of 
support has. been pretty static” 
throughout the '805. | 
I get the impression that you feel that |

machinery and the tracks аге not 
such a challenge to the riders as they 
were and that more riders can ride 
nearer the limit. Does that mean that 
a rider from a team with slightly 
superior machinery has a more 
significant advantage? Has Honda 
won recently because they have the 
best bikes or because they have. the 
best riders? 
А combination of the two. In the 
500cc class they have always bought 
the best riders 1n recent years. At the 
moment David (Thorpe) and Eric 
(Geboers) are the two best riders, but 
they are also the most professional 
team. The best riders have always got 
the best bikes; for sure the works 
Hondas give them that little advan- 
tage, and if there were five or six 
riders pretty equal, then the best bike 
will win. But I guess that has always 
been the case. 
Factories in the 80s seem to have been 
more ruthless in sacking riders after 
one year if they have not made the 
very top. 
There has been no difference in 
attitude really. In the "705 also they 
were only interested in winning, but 
there were more works teams around 
and often riders kept contracts 
ecause there was just no one better 
ho was available. With a dozen 
orks riders, they had to keep the 
guy who had finished second or third 
or take a gamble on someone who 
had finished 15th. Nowadays, with 
so few works rides, they can sack the 
guy who finished third and try the 
number five or six. 
Does that put more pressure on the 
riders? 
For sure, but I think that is right. 
I never had more than a one-year 
ontract with Yamaha. It is a hard 
Bport, апа young riders must have 
e chance to come up. There is no 
incentive for the youngster if he 
hinks that he has no chance to make 
h works team when an established 
rider has a three-year contract. 
But isn't the first year on a new bike 
a kind of learning year? 
don't think so. The bikes are so 
similar nowadays, that there should 
ot be too much of a problem to 
ake results when you change from 
pne marque to another. 
he whole motocross scene does not 
Беетп so rich in characters nowadays. 
(There was the flamboyant Robert, 
DeCoster the stylish gentleman, the 
gged Mikkola, then Noyce, Mal- 
erbe and yourself. And now? 
And now. Yes. That's true. But if you 
e going to build up the enthusiasm 
n the public, then you have to give 
jomething back to the sport. I think 
hat was much easier when we were 
hll riding different bikes. Now it is 
ast Honda and that is not good. 
icoll is coming up with Kawasaki 
о perhaps it can improve a little, 
but the sport has to appeal to the 
magination of the people. Perhaps 
he young riders nowadays take it too 
eriously. Can you see any of them 
loing what I did in Namur when 
stopped for a beer? It is difficult 
hen you have the pressure from the 
actories and I can't put my hand on 
y heart and say that I would have 
topped and risked stalling the motor 
here in Namur if I had been on a 
factory contract with the champion- 
hipat stake. But in the end you must 
hot forget that you are a human 
eing. Perhaps there are some riders 
ho would get better results if they 
eren't quite so serious all the time. 
ou see it in the riders park. The 
hole atmosphere is much more 
ense nowadays. 
Do you think the riders need to have 
heir voice heard at the FIM? 
ure they need that. 
s that a role for you in the future? 
e problem is, who would pay for 
? The FIM for sure doesn't want 


to have anything to do with it, 
because they don't want someone 
telling them what needs to be done. 
But the riders definitely need a 
spokesman at the races to speak with 
authority on their behalf when there 
is a problem like the clouds of dust 
we have had this year at the 500s. 
Then there is the South American 
trip for the 250s. Paying for someone 
to do that, should come from the 
FIM, but they don’t want to do that, 
because they don’t want to encourage 
anyone who is chipping away at 
their little empires. 

What has gone wrong with Swedish 
motocross? Where are the new young 
up and coming riders? 

The trouble is that-they get spoiled 
riding in the 80cc class. They already 
have everything, with Papa paying 
the bills. Let’s face it, the bikes are 
so expensive nowadays that a kid 
couldn’t afford to start by himself 
when he leaves school. These kids 
tend to have been spoiled, and they 
just aren’t prepared for the hard 
times which will come when they 
have to face the big wide world of 
the international scene. 

It is also a bad grounding for them 
to start with 80cc machines on 
Swedish tracks. The tracks are graded 
so flat in Sweden that there is so little 
opportunity to learn good technique 
when they are young. Just look at 
the motocross scene now. The only 
guy to come out of the 80cc youth 
racing in Sweden is Dick Pettersson. 
He is the only one, and even Dick 
finds it hard to get high in the points 
at the GPs. 

Perhaps too many of the young 
riders spend too much time prepar- 
ing in Belgium at the start of the 
year. It is no good just to have 
condition if you don’t have the speed, 
too. For that they need to mix sand 
training with riding on the hard 
tracks in the south of France. They 
have to learn how to ride on all types 
of track, and also how to set up a 
bike. If you can't set a bike up 
properly, then you will lose three or 
four seconds a lap, and that means 
you don’t qualify. So it doesn’t 
matter how good a physical condi- 
tion you have then! They have to not 
only be fit, thay have to know how 
to find the right racing line, how to 
set up a shock, choose the right tires, 
that is all part of the game. The 
tracks are so easy in Sweden that they 
don’t learn any of that. 

So what are your plans for the future? 
I have no plans yet. I want to wait 
for several months and see what 
comes up. If I was offered a job as 
a team manager, test rider or some- 
thing for the federation, then I would 
be interested. But if there is nothing 
on offer, then I think I'll quit the 
motocross scene completely. We just 
have to wait and see. I don't have 
to make any definite decision until 
next spring. е

Addin' up the score card 

Even though the 1989 KDX200 is 
physically an all-new motorcycle 
from the ground up, it still radiates 
KDX. The only difference is that it 
plainly works better in just about 
every catagory — it has more low- 
end power, better suspension, 
stronger brakes, sharper handling 
and is quieter. However, some flaws 
still exist. It still could use more top- 
end speed, a firmer seat, and better 
attached and stronger hand guards, 
but that's about it. 

As far as water-cooling goes, we 
had no problems with the engine 
overheating in unusually tight ter- 
rain, so we figure it's going to take 
some seriously gnarly special test 
sections to turn the KDX into a 
steamer. 

Allinall, the new KDX is a serious 
enduro contender capable of zeroing 
any zeroable checks, especially the 
ones after the tight and ugly sections. 
In the faster sections it's going to be 
a little bit tougher, though. But no 
matter how serious the KDX may 
look for 789, it hasn't lost its flare 
as a fun play bike for those who 
aren't into keeping time. e

* Recommended to the annual 

meeting an amendment to reduce 

the involvement of the board in 
amateur and professional compe- 
tition rules-making by requiring 

a three-fourths majority before 

matters could be considered or 

changed. 

Тһе trustees studied a proposal by 
corporate member delegate John 
Wyckoff to limit the service of board 
members to four terms. While no 
vote was taken, consensus of the 
board was that individuals should be 
allowed to serve as long as their 
constituents see fit to elect them to 
office. 

The trustees reviewed the final 
draft of a strategic planning report 
that has been under development for 
more than a year. The 50-page 
document, which was previously 
reviewed by a committee of the AMA 
Congress, establishes strategies to 
achieve three- and five-year goals in 
each area of AMA activity.
